Morality: Actions Speak 


Louder than Words 


arijuana reform will not occur un- 
less we are willing to confront it asa 
moral issue. Remember, reform 
movements are characterized by an almost 
excessive concern with morals and moral 
conduct. What, then, is the moral aspect of 
our cause? 

When we, the proponents of marijuana re- 
form, argue about this issue, we argue that 
marijuana prohibition constitutes an abuse of 
authority on the part of our various govern- 
‘ments. Our opponents counter with an argu- 
ment that we have abused our freedom and 
that governmental action is required to pro- 
tect society from our immorality. And there 
the debate rests, with each side reflexively 
changing the subject and ignoring the other 
side's points. 

Unless we learn to argue the moral ques- 
tion, we will forfeit the mast powerful 
weapon we have—the power of an idea 
whose time has come. Otherwise, we're 
faced with a deadlock, and the tie always goes 
to the champ, not the challenger. 

First of all, we must examine the morality 
of our government officials, not in thei 
private conduct but in their public responsi- 
bilities. One of these responsibilities is to 
provide leadership. Moral leaders bring us to- 
gether, immoral leaders drive us apart. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, for example, united the 
country and brought us out of the Great De- 
pression. By contrast, Ronald W. Reagan has 
divided the country on issues such as abor- 
tion, school prayer, civil rights, and arms re- 
duction. Reagan has become successful 
politically by emphasizing the ideological dif- 
ferences among us. 

‘On the issue of drug use, moral leadership 
would require that a compromise be reached 
between two adversary groups, the people 
who want drugs out of the schools and the 
adults who don't want to go to jail for smok- 
ing marijuana. Other approaches are irrele- 
vant simply because they ignore the real 
problem: the deepening division in our soci 
‘ety between these two le: groups. It is 
impossible for either to overpower the other 
politically, leaving our leaders with one of 
three choices: embrace a standstill, resolve 
the stalemate, or duck the real problem alto- 
gether. Most of our politicians lack the moral 
‘convictions to strike a compromise. 

Their moral shortcomings do not end 
there. | contend that legislation against mari- 


juana use and its cultivation by adults is itself 
immoral. It is merely irresponsible for legisla- 
tors to pass unenforcible legislation, but it is 
immoral for them to pass laws that the gov- 
ernment can enforce only by breaking the law 
itself. Just as a failed leader is marked by two 
factions working against each other, a failed 
government is marked by laws that are at 
ross purposes with each other. Further- 
more, itisimmoral for the government to put 
its citizens into a no-win situation, to invent 
dilemmas in which moral values become mu- 
tually exclusive, and where moral choice be- 
comes overwhelmed by raw self-interest, 

‘The American Revolution was fought to 
preserve the right of conscience of any indivi- 
dual to make up their own mind. We, as 
‘Americans, would consider ic immoral (and i 
legal) for the government to declare, for ex- 
ample, that secular humanism is the official 
state religion. This would create grievous 
conflicts of interest for; say, a fundamentalist 
Christian who wants to be true to both reli- 
gion and country. The marijuana laws create 
similar conflicts of interest. Marijuana smok- 
ers have to contend with the conflict be- 
tween their desire to respect the law and 
their desire to preserve their right to privacy. 
To create this sort of confict in values 
moral. But the moral conflicts get worse. 

When one of us gets arrested for marijuana 
possession (and are not fortunate enough to 
live in a decrim state), we are forced to en- 
dure another moral dilemma. It’s simple: be 
immoral and turn ina friend, or be moral and 
g0 to jail 

The marijuana laws put every marijuana 
smoker into this predicament. Marijuana pro- 
hibition forces us to choose between the 
two, to choose our self-interest over the 
good of society. Since we value our right to 

ivacy, the law forces us to choose self-inter- 
est over respect for the law. Since we value 
our freedom, the law tries to force us to-act in 
our self-interest and turn in our friends rather 
than go to jail. Since we value our reputations, 
the law forces us to act in self-interest and 
keep a low profile rather than to speak out 
for what we believe in. 

The marijuana laws attempt to make us 
choose self-interest over moral values, over 
respect for the law, over respect for the trust 
of our friends, and dver our sense of responsi- 
to our community. The marijuana laws 
are immoral because they prevent us from 
acting morally and ethically according to our

‘own conscience. This is precisely the situation 
the founders of our government sought to 
prevent: a government that coerces the citi- 
zenry intoactions they, the citizenry, deem to 
be immoral. 

Not only are the marijuana laws damnable 
because they incite immorality on the part of 
both the governors and the governed, but 
they are immoral in their stated intent as well 
Presumably, the laws punishing marijuana use 
asa crime are morally defensible as being for 
the good of the user because the poor, im- 
moral marijuana smoker needs help. Even if 
marijuana abuse were a debilitating problem 
for someone, arresting them doesn’t help 
treat their problem, it simply punishes them. 
‘A moral approach would offer treatment 
rather than punishment. Furthermore, the 
threat of punishment actually drives people 
away from the community and away from 
help if they need it. 

Morality is a lot easier to talk about than it 
is to practice. Witness any politician talking 
about the drug issue, and then examine their 
record. We will succeed when we not only 
take on the moral aspect of the marijuana is- 
sue, but when we practice it. 

When we break a law without seeking to 
change it, we are acting immorally. When we 
turn in a friend to escape a marijuana convic- 
tion, we are acting immorally. When we pre- 
tend we don't use marijuana because it’s 
easier to do business as a straight person, we 
are acting immorally. When we refuse to sup- 
port reform efforts, we are acting immorally. 
When we ignore the arrest of over 450,000 
of our neighbors each year for marijuana of- 
fenses, we are acting immorally. In fact, we 
jjust the way our government wants 
us to act. They want us divided so they can 
continue to conquer us, manipulate our dif- 
ferent interests, and prevent us from chal- 
lenging their power. 

NORML has this response: our only 
interest is justice. We will not rest until 
ours is a just society. We will not be cor- 
rupted by self-interest into immoral actions 
that serve the cause of injustice. We will not. 
abandon our friends, our principles, or our 
moral values. For us, and for you if you join us, 
‘our cause is just because we are engaged in 
the moral activity of bringing people to- 
gether, not merely surrounding ourselves 
with seemingly moral statements whose real 
effect is simply to drive us apart. Talk is cheap.

of research into a few. The results of his work, from potatoes to apples to EVERY domesticated fruit, vegetable or flower, are what we grow today. 
The Burbank Potatoe Quadrupled World Production in One Year. Luther Burbank never needed a lot of space. In his lifetime he con- 
ducted over one hundred thousand series of experiments and changed the world on less than three acres of land 


DENNIS ROBERT HOAGLAND, 1888-1949, was the inventor of the “four salt Hoagland solution” from which all HYDRO- 
PONICS are based. Although a brilliant botanist, Dr. Hoagland was interested in only one thing, the BIO-MASS (size and 
weight) of the TOMATO produced hydroponically. Working under the scientific assumptions of the early 1900s, Dr. Hoag- 
land’s world assumed four th 
‘A. Plants had a life cycle leading to death. WE NOW KNOW plants have a very different way of achieving a life and death 
cycle than does the human being. Humans are more genetically structured toward their life and death cycle than plants. Plants 
allow environmental factors to control not only their life and death cycle but their sex as well: Such things as (1) “PHOTO- 
PERIOD” (length of time under light and dark), (2) “THERMO-PERIOD” (length of time under temperature variation), and 
most importantly (3) “NUTRIENT PERIOD" (length of time under a given nutrient configuration). 
B. Maximum SIZE and WEIGHT before death of (a) root, (b) shoot, (c) fruit known as the "root to shoot to fruit ratio” 
is the absolute goal.

C. Plant “lush feeding” of excess nutrients meant nothing. WE NOW KNOW plant “lush feeding” kills the plant. The basis of the hydroponic method is 
that @ fresh nutrient supply be pumped in while the used nutrient supply drains out, This allows the plant to absorb excess amounts of calcium. If allowed, 
the plant will absorb 10 times what it requires of calcium to the exclusion of other more beneficial nutrients like N, P, K, Mg, Na, Cl, ete. Too much calcium 
and the plant gets GARDENING OF THE ARTERIES and dies after one seasonal growth period. 

D. An aquacous (water) based system without a “buffer” (soil having a cation exchange capacity, C.E.C.) was best. WE NOW KNOW an aquaeous (water) 

sed nutrient solution surrounding the root system without a “buffer” to protect the roots creates a “water root”~a thick, fleshy root that has layered it- 
self with “fat” to protect itself. Nowhere near the amount of root surface area is produced hydroponically (water based) as when the roots are buffered 
against excess concentrations by a soil medium, 

WE NOW KNOW that the soil mediums used by Dr. Hoagland, such as perlite vermiculite, and sand have no buffering action or “CATION EXCHANGE 
CAPACITY” (C.E.C). The CATION EXCHANGE CAPACITY of 2 soil medium is the ability of that medium to ABSORB AND RELEASE a nutrient solu 
tion. The cation exchange capacity of the soil medium protects the root system and allows it to produce thousands more root structures, producing thot 
sands more square inches of root surface area.

NEW YORK CITY 


t seems that the woman had been freebasing 

coke—not crummy old crack freebase, but 

swanky, high-society, East Side toot imported 
uncut from Miami—for a night and most of the 
morning, when she began to see and hear things 
that weren’t really there. As the hallucinations set 
in, awful animal hallucinations in 3-D technicolor, 
the inside of her mouth and throat dried up so badly 
she could hardly swallow or croak out a plea for help 
to her husband downstairs. He got their doctor and 
they got her to a hospital, where she spent two days 
in a private ward, crazy as a loon, inwardly pos- 
sessed by animal spirits, outwardly catatonic, 
staring at nothing, toadlike. The diagnosis was 
viral encephalitis. On the third day, though, she returned 
from the dead, her former self entire, with just the vaguest 
recollections of flying around the stratosphere with jaguars 
and tigers and great violent birds with black beady eyes: 
“Like Carlos Castafieda wrote about in that crazy Don Juan 
series,” she told me much later, more embarrassed than any 
thing else. “Exactly like that!” 
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Her doctor had been good 
enough to palm a petrie-dish full 
of her stash from her bedside 
table and send it off to a private 
lab for analysis. The chemists 
there, when they heard what her 
symptoms were like, were smart 
enough to check it for tropaco- 
caine. “We think it may be trop- 
acocaine,” they phoned back 
while she was still sitting toadlike 
on the ward. So her doctor, who 
knew about tropacocaine, knew 
better than to treat this woman 
with Valium or Thorazine for her 
tropacocaine psychosis. 


Tropacocaine Death 
Syndrome 


Not everyone yn gets poisoned with tro- 
pacocaine enjoys such top-notch medical 
and chemical assistance, and so some of 
them die. The latest one I've heard about 
was checked into the James Arthur Smith

e Merck Index (yes, it’s named after the 
same immortal Darmstadt, West Ger- 
many, chemistry dynasty that first mer- 

chandised pharmaceutical-quality cocaine in the 
1870s) lists “tropacocaine” among its thousands 
of chemical compounds. Merck’s thumbnail de- 
scription of tropacocaine’s properties shows that 
virtually no methodical studies have ever been 
done to elucidate its toxicity in humans. This is 
obviously because tropacocaine, as the Index 
mentions, has only shown up in nature ina variety 
of coca plants that were growing in Java, in the In- 
donesian archipelago in the South China Sea, 


early in this century. 


In the early '20s, copious 
mention was made of these 
Javanese coca plants (Ery- 
throxylon coca var. Spru- 
ceanum Burke) in the course of 
a typically shrill inquisition into 
the international dope trade 
conducted by the House Ways 
and Means Subcommittee. 
The Javanese by that time had 
taken to growing their coca 
shrubs as “living hedges,” use- 
ful for boundary borders and 
topsoil-holding, though no one 
there was chewing their poiso- 
nous leaves to get high, or the 
witchhunting Rep. Harrison 
Rainey would’ve been scream- 
ing to the high heavens over it. 
There was enough screaming 
in Congress about the 
1,200,000 kilos of coca leaves 
Java was exporting annually to 
European drug companies, and 
the recent unaccountable ap- 
pearance of coca plantations on 
the Japanese-occupied island 
of Formosa. The most recent 
reference to Javanese coca 
that I’ve been able to track 
down is the 1984 report of the 
Indonesia desk of the US State 
Department's Bureau of Inter- 
national Narcotics Matters, re- 
joicing that no coca leaves at all 
had been exported from Java in 
1983. (Efforts to squeeze the 
INM for further information 
about Javanese coca are pro- 
ceeding full steam, and ought 
to pay off nicely after this sees 
print.) 

It seems it was the American 


Parke-Davis drug company 
that, around 1900, trans- 
planted some terraces of coca 
plants from Peru to its agricul- 
tural holdings in Java in hopes 
of developing an alternative to 
Andean coca production, 
which was then all tied up by 
the Merck dynasty of Darm- 
stadt. Apparently within a sin- 
gle generation, the 
transplanted coca bushes vir- 
tually ceased producing co- 
caine and began producing 
unwholesome quantities of this 
nasty new alkaloid, tropaco- 
caine. 

“Basically, it makes sense,” 
an extremely high-ranking 
source at a federal drug agency 
told me. “Speaking chemically, 
tropacocaine is a much stabler 
compound than cocaine. When 
drug-producing plants are 
placed under stress, they tend 
to produce unstable alkaloids. 
Coca is believed to be a jungle 
plant by nature, transplanted 
to the cooler, dryer Andean 
mountain slopes barely a thou- 
sand years ago by Quechua- 
speaking Indians. So when 
these plants were taken from 
their mountain slopes in the 
early 1900s and transplanted in 
an environment identical to 
their native jungle habitat, they 
naturally discontinued produc- 
ing unstable cocaine, and re- 
placed it with the more stable 
tropacocaine.” 

In fact, it was only recently 
recognized that an immensely 


tall, sprawling jungle tree 
called empadu, which inhabits 
rain forests from Ecuador to 
Brazil, is really the coca shrub 
in its natural state, unstunted 
and unmolested by hundreds of 
generations of industrial ter- 
race-tillage in the brutal alti- 
plano climate. (This has incited 
some contemporary antidrug 
witchhunters in Congress and 
the UN to have all existing em- 
padu plants located and eradi- 
cated, though if it turns out 
that their leaves are merely 
poisonous with tropacocaine, 
and not cocaine, this antidrug 
fury is likely to subside consid- 
erably.) The same thing could 
easily happen, eventually, with 
most of the coca currently 
growing in Bolivia. As HIGH 
TIMES has been chronicling 
throughout the "80s, there's 
beena systematic replanting of 
coca shrubs, from the high alti- 
plano to the jungle valleys of 
the Santa Cruz Department in 
Bolivia, since the late '70s. 
This was undertaken by the 
professional narcotrafficante 
families of Bolivia because the 
wild jungle is so vastly better 
for purposes of narcotics secu- 
rity than the open, well-popu- 
lated, and easily-militarized 
altiplano. In years to come, 
eminent narcotrafficante 
barons like Roberto Suarez of 
Santa Cruz will probably wind 
up with the blame for tropaco- 
caine’s existence, as though 
they'd deliberately manufac- 
tured it. 


Tropa-Toxicity 


‘As to the exact physical dy- 
namics of tropacocaine'’s toxic- 
ity in humans, no one is able to 
say anything for certain about 
it at this point. Merck ob- 
serves that its pharmacology 
resembles atropine’s (see main 
article). If, like atropine, it 
moves through the body much 
more slowly than cocaine 
does, then the first poisoning 
symptoms—dryness of the 
nose and throat, followed by 
delirium and hallucinations— 
probably wouldn't set in until a 
good while after the acute ef- 


fects of the cocaine with 
it’s mixed. Thus the victim 
would most likely be mis- 
diagnosed with “toxic cocaine 
psychosis” (which really isn't 
at all like atropine delirium) 
and be treated for it with seda- 
tives that could combine dan- 
gerously with the 
tropacocaine. 

If it does work like atropine, 
at least the central-nervous- 
system aftereffects of tropaco- 
caine poisoning (in anyone who: 
isn’t killed by misapplied emer- 
gency-room therapies) 
shouldn't likely be a case for 
lasting concern to its victims. 
As late as 1930, belladonna al- 
kaloids were the favorite de- 
toxification drugs used by 
“professional” antidrug doc- 
tors to “cure” people of mor- 
phine addiction—a condition 
estimated to have afflicted in 
dividuals in one out of three 
American families before mor- 
phine went prescription-only in 
1918. Members of good mid- 
dle-class households flocked 
by the thousands to such fa 
mous “cure spas” as the 
Charles B. Towns Hospital on 
Riverside Drive in New York 
City. There, quacks like the 
eponymous Towns would 
maintain these poor wretches 
for days on end in states of out- 
of-touch belladonna delirium, 
with regular injections of atro- 
pine, hyoscyamine, and sco- 
polamine (and a little 
strychnine, every few hours, 
to keep them continuously di- 
arrhetic). After three to five 
days of this horror, during 
which they had been “pain- 
lessly purged of every last 
atom of morphia” (qua Towns), 
the patients were sent home 
“cured” and obviously none the 
worse, over the long term, 
because of it. 

In fact, the poor wretches 
may have secretly enjoyed it. 
Nearly every single one of 
them, as a matter of record, 
proceeded to promptly re- 
addict themselves to mor- 
phine, so that they could take 
the belladonna “cure” again, 
and again, and again... . 
—D.L. e

hospital in Homestead, Florida, over the 
first weekend in October 1986. Evidently he 
had gone crazy somewhere in public, be- 
cause he showed up in the emergency room 
in custody and under restraint, wildly “agita- 
ted.” Then he quickly went all toad-cata- 
tonic, while his blood pressure cartwheeled 
crazily: 300 over 180 at one point. He next 
lapsed into a total paralytic coma. His body 
temperature shot through the roof, and a 
few hours later, this previously-healthy 
young white male simply stopped breathing. 
Forever. 

‘The white powder that had been found in 
this person's possession had already been 
sent to a local commercial laboratory before 
he died, and they'd reported it positive for 
cocaine by their rudimentary testing proce- 
dures. On subsequent examination, after he 
was dead, the ultrasophisticated equipment 
at Toxicology Testing in Miami found just a 
little tropacocaine in his stash. 

“It was about one percent tropacocaine,” 
reported Dr. Lee Hearn, codirector of Toxi- 
cology Testing. “It may be so potent that it 
doesn't take very much to precipitate a full- 
blown reaction.” Dr. Hearn recalls testing a 
sample in 1980 that showed up 50 percent 
tropacocaine, 50 percent cocaine. It had 
been mailed to Miami's celebrated Up Front 
drug research facility, which is licensed by 
the Drug Enforcement Administration to re- 
ceive anonymous submissions of street 
drugs for advanced analysis at Toxicology 
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Testing. (See box for details.) When this | 
person later called Up Front to get the test 
results, they quizzed him a little about what 
had happened when he'd tried the stuff. He 
said he'd just snorted a couple lines of it, ike 
usual, and gone out for a spin on the 
freeway, and wound up flying through outer 
space with wild animals; when he came to, 
he'd totalled his car against an embankment, 
and the police were relieved that he’d come 
out of his “concussion” unassisted. 

Up Front’s director, Jim Hall, recalls the 
person who, in late 1985, had been taken to 
a hospital by the anxious staff ofa Miami mo- 
tel, where the maids had noticed that he'd 
been sitting in his room for over 24 hours 
without changing position, staring toadlike 
at the floor. A sample of his white powder 
turned up one percent tropacocaine. He 
was initially misdiagnosed with “catatonia,” 
but he was thankfully not treated for it with 
phenothiazines like Haldol or Thorazine by 
the ER medics. So he lived, and came out of 
it after about 48 hours, and was fine again. 
He told a Centers for Disease Control inves- 
tigator that he could vaguely remember see- 
inga lot of strange hallucinations and hearing 
weird noises all through the period that he 
was out of touch. 

The name of the person who died in 
Homestead last October with tropacocaine 
in his possession—and the question of 
whether there was any of that tropacocaine 
inhis bloodstream when he died in that hor- 
rible way—is known at this writing only to 
the Dade County, Florida, deputy medical 
examiner, Dr. Charles Wetli. Since 1983, 


Dr. Wetli has been compiling depressing 
case histories for what he’s dubbed his “Co- 
caine Sudden Death Syndrome.” As we re- 
ported on this syndrome in the March 1985 
issue of HIGH TIMES, it involves numer 
ous cases in which South Florida people 
have suddenly simply stopped breathing— 
after a process of going crazy, lapsing into a 
coma, and sustaining radical changes in 
blood pressure and body temperature— 
with less-than-overdose quantities of co- 
caine in their bloodstreams. If all these 
people had been doing coke that was con- 
taminated with tropacocaine, then it was 
probably the tropacocaine that drove them 
crazy and sent them to the hospital; if the 
hospital staff misdiagnosed them as suffer- 
ing from acute psychotic attacks, and 
treated them for it with antipsychotic or 
antidepressant medications, then no won- 
der they died. 

When we first wrote up Dr. Wetli’s pro- 
spectus for his Cocaine Sudden Death Syn- 
drome in 1985, we pointed out that in all 
these gruesome case histories, the victims 
had something else in common: in every sin- 
gle case, at some point or other, they'd been 
in the custody of Miami police officers. So 
maybe all these people had really been vic- 
tims of those notoriously homicidal Miami 
Vice cops, we suggested, and maybe this 
Cocaine Sudden Death Syndrome is just an- 
other case of a county coroner shifting the 
blame for local police-squad improprieties 
onto a magic “killer drug.” And maybe we 
were correct, too, at least in part. But it 
sure is tempting now to implicate tropaco- 


caine as the prime factor in most of these 
mortalities. 

Dr. Wetli is expected to release a full re- 
port of last October's tropacocaine-associ 
ated mortality in Homestead quite shortly, 
most likely before this issue of HIGH 
TIMES reaches the stands. The Atlanta 
CDC is also expected to be reporting soon 
on tropacocaine in their Morbidity and Mor- 
tality Weekly Report. It's even conceivable 
that the Drug Enforcement Administration 
may be inclined to divulge some of the de- 
tails from their long-running lab program to 
chemically monitor the prevalence of tropa- 
cocaine traces in evidence samples of seized 
street drugs, undertaken nearly ten years 
ago with the assistance of private lab corpo- 
rations. By the time this article sees print, 
people may be as curious about tropaco- 
caine as they were all last year about crack. 


“The Mandrakes Give A 
Smell. ..”* 


“Tropacocaine, chemically and pharmaco- 
logically, is sort of the bridge between the 
tropane coca alkaloids and the tropane bella- 
donna alkaloids,” Dr. James Woodford of At- 
lanta explains. A gentle-spoken, wickedly 
bearded chemist who specializes in deliver- 
ing expert forensic testimony in narcotics 
prosecutions, Dr. Woodford has been stu- 
dying tropacocaine for several years, mainly 
out of intellectual curiosity. “The belladon- 
nas are fascinating drugs, atropine and sco- 
polamine and hyoscyamine. They're 
produced mainly in various species of datura 
stramonium flowering plants: jimsonweed, 
mandrake, deadly nightshade, even the 
aboveground parts of potato and tomato 
plants. In humans, in low doses, they have 
antihistaminic effects: they dry out the mu- 
cous surfaces in your nose and throat, and 
they also make you a little sleepy. Plenty of 
over-the-counter antihistamines and sleep- 
ing pills are based on plant-derived bella- 
donna alkaloids, mainly atropine. 

“When you increase the dose of atropine 
just a relatively little bit, though,” Woodford 
goes on, "awful things happen. The stuff can 
cause you to go crazy for days, just comple- 
tely lose touch with reality and suffer contin- 
uous audial and visual hallucinations. Ina lot 
of primitive societies, datura plants are used 
by tribal shamans for that specific purpose, 
as a sort of vision bush. It's also mentioned 
in the Bible, in the 30th chapter of Genesis 
and in the Song of Solomon. Evidently they 
used mandrake then as an aphrodisiac, 
somehow, which was how it was still being 
used in Italy in the 1500s, when Machiavelli 
wrote a comedy play about mandrake love 
potions, La Mandragola. 

“But there's nothing sexy about atropine 
poisoning. It can kill you. And what I'm 
pretty convinced of now is that tropacocaine 
has all the same poisonous properties as at- 
ropine, only in even smaller doses. It gives 
me the shudders just to think about it. If I 


had any friends who snort coke, I'd make | 


sure they heard all about this stuff.” 
Although the pharmacological and toxic

properties of tropacocaine have never been 
| systematically studied in humans (except 
maybe by the DEA, if they've bothered to 
look into this aspect of the drug), the as- 
sumption that it's a sort of super-atropine is 
supported by the description of atropine 
poisoning symptoms in The Pharmacolo- 
gical Basis of Therapeutics, the stand- 
ard doctor's reference text on drugs 
(commonly called “Goodman & Gilman,” af- 
| ter its senior editors). The progression of 

symptoms from low-dose intoxication to 

high-dose mortality is so breathtakingly 

identical to the symptoms described in Dr. 
| Wetli’s Cocaine Sudden Death Syndrorie 


that it’s impossible to avoid the conclusion 
that some sort of atropine-type drug must 
be involved here. 

“Any patient with an acute onset of bi- 
zarre mental and neurological symptoms,” 
Goodman & Gilman advises physicians, 
“should be suspected of poisoning by drugs, 
including atropinic drugs.” Atropine-caused 
delirium is not very commonly observed in 
emergency rooms, but it happens from time 
to time: “Poisoning occurs from overdoses 
of the many ‘over the counter’ sleeping me- 
dicines containing scopolamine, and from 
the purposeful ingestion, for hallucinatory

effects, of nonprescription remedies con- 
taining stramonium and belladonna.” + 

Low-dose atropine poisoning results in 
severe dryness of the nose and throat, ac- 
companied by giddiness and anxiety. With 
higher doses “the behavioral and mental 
symptoms may suggest an acute organic 
psychosis. Memory is disturbed, orienta- 
tion is faulty, hallucinations (especially vis- 
ual) are common, the sensorium is clouded, 
and mania or delirium is not unusual.” 

Though the precise fatal dosage of atro- 
isn’t known, it can kill in 
Depression and circulatory 
collapse occur only in cases of severe intoxi- 
cation; respiration becomes inadequate, and 
death due to respiratory failure follows after 
a period of paralysis and coma.” All of this, 
from initial toxic psychosis to coma to respi- 
ratory failure, fits perfectly into the general 
outline of Dr. Wetli’s Cocaine Sudden Death 
Syndrome of 1980-86. 


As to the proper ER treatment of atro- | 


pinic toxic psychosis, Goodman & Gilman 
designates physostigmine, the single plant- 
derived drug known to abolish the effects of 
belladonna alkaloids in humans. The classic 
antipsychotic drugs like Haldol and Thora- 
zine, which doctors are likely to inject into 
any ER patient who comes in obviously rav- 
ing crazy, under restraint, and out of con- 
trol, will actually “synergize” with atropine, 
making coma and respiratory collapse even 
likelier. Physostigmine (“Antilirium’) is not 
always available, however. “If marked ex- 
ccitementis present, and more specific treat- 
ment is not available, diazepam [Valium] is 
most suitable for sedation and for control of 
convulsions. Large doses should be 
avoided, because the central depressant 
action may coincide with the depression oc- 
curing late in belladonna poisoning,” Good- 
man & Gilman cautions [emphasis added). 
Since at least 1980, therefore, it appears 
that a lot of people who've been taken to 
ERs and diagnosed with toxic cocaine psy- 
chosis, or acute shizophrenic attacks, or ca- 
tatonia, or viral encephalitis, or whatever, 
may have really been victims of atropine- 
style tropacocaine poisoning. Most of them 
undoubtedly survived, even after being mis- 
takenly treated with antipsychotic medica- 
tions that only made their physical 
symptoms even worse, and were released. 
So far. only Dr. Wetli in Dade County has 
kept public count of the number of people in 
his jurisdiction who have apparently died af- 
ter taking some belladonna-type drug. 
There are rumors that the New York City 


+¥es, people do occasionally take atropine 
type drugs to see what the highis like. And 
after they've done it once, almost none of 
them would ever do it again willingly, 
even at the point of a gun. 
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Tropacocaine 
may be so potent

Medical Examiner's office here has been 
quietly looking for tropocacaine traces in the 
bodies of “cocaine overdose” victims, 
though an ME employee I asked about it re- 
cently was unable to confirm or deny the ru- 


mor. 
Hah! Tech! 


Just before the Homestead tropacocaine 
death last October, a riot of speculation 
about tropacocaine was touched off in the 
professional forensic-chemistry community 
by the discovery that the DEA had been 
working for years with a private company to 
keep track of tropacocaine’s prevalence on 
the streets of the United States. Finnigan 
MAT, Inc., a gigantic lab-services corpora- 
tion with its headquarters in Europe and 
plants throughout the United States, quietly 
revealed this project last year by way of pro- 
moting their very latest drug-testing instru- 
ment: a truly beautiful “desktop” 
mass-spectrometry system called the lon 
Trap Detector. 

Considerations of space forbid me to 
properly sing the praises of this genuinely 
gorgeous, new, all-computerized atom-de- 
tecting and electron-shattering gimmick— 
which is too bad. “Your journal,” 1 was 
reprovingly told by a Finnigan MAT repre- 
sentative from their US headquarters in San 
Jose, the last time we spoke: “Your journal, 
‘does nothing to promote the science of mass 
spectrometry. You do nothing to enhance 
the credibility of the field.” If space only per- 
mitted, though, I would gladly enhance the 
daylights out of the Ion Trap Detector in 
print because it really is a lovely little instru- 
ment. 

Even more enchanting, however, was all 
the stuff this same person had already told 
me about tropacocaine in several phone in- 
terviews over the previous couple of 


| months, before the DEA finally heard that 
HIGH TIMES was sniffing around about this 
nasty stuff, and spoke very sternly with this 
| person and his superiors at Finnigan. 

“Finnigan MAT is working with the Drug 
Enforcement Administration,” he told me 
last September, obviously reading from a 
prewritten marketing document, “to look 
into samples of cocaine, seized in various 
different parts of the United States, for the 
presence of tropacocaine. The DEA is con- 
cerned that the presence of this compound 
may be an indication that clandestine labora- 
tories have begun to produce synthetic co- 
caine.” He told me that the Finnigan 
chemists had looked at “many samples of 
tropacocaine, from several different geo- 
graphical areas,” and had seen contamina- 
tion concentrations, in different samples of 

| street coke, “ranging from just trace 
amounts to nearly 50 percent.” He told me 
the DEA believes they can “fingerprint” 
whatever clandestine laboratories might be 
putting out this hideously toxic synth-o- 
coke by examining the behavior of their tro- 
pacocaine molecules in the Ion Trap 
Detector's terrifically clever new electron- 
shredding chamber. That way, the DEA can 

| bloodhound this poison back to its source, 
kick down the door, and roll those mass-poi- 
soning narcotics criminals straight to prison. 
Correct? 

Professional, legitimate chemists with 
whom I discussed all this were tremen- 
dously excited to hear about it, but a little 
cautious and curious. When bathtub chem- 
ists try to make synthetic cocaine, they gen- 
erally either try to warp the atropine 
molecule (no kidding) around into cocaine, 
or they try to follow a certain devious 1900 
formuia by a German doc named Wilstatter, 
as improved and elaborated in the 1950s by 
amad Yankee genius named Findlay. Either 
which way, since they're just crazy bathtub 
chemists themselves, they're likely to wind 
up with plenty of crazy-making tropacocaine 
in the final batch, that's for sure. 

Before you can conclude that all these 
tropacocaine samples collected by the DEA 
for Finnigan MAT came out of bathtub labs 
though, you have to surmount a couple of 
salient challenges to plain common sense.

that yes, that’s obviously what had hap- 
pened, it split into two isomers. Then I 
asked if maybe he could send me the close- 
up “fingerprint” of that tropacocaine peak, 
so I could sniff through it for any traces of 
the other six isomers that certainly should 
have been there if it was really synthetic tro- 
pacocaine.

The idea is so brilliant, in fact, that I would 

tend to rule it beyond the capacity of DEA 
“Intelligence” by that token alone. And it's 
been known since the 1900s that tropaco- 
caine is just viciously toxic, even in extreme- 
ly tiny trace amounts. Just as the DEA pro- 
bably isn’t smart enough to carry out any

Makes 
sense. If it's obvious to me, it sure ought to 
be obvious to the ultraintelligent career ad- 
ministrators at the DEA’s headquarters in 
Washington, where they like to believe they 
impose some adult supervision over the in- 
ventive paranoics in the “Intelligence” tong.

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THE AMAZON RAIN FOREST: 
An Endangered Resource 


Lately the news has been full of environmental disasters around the world: the disappearance of 
the ozone layer, nuclear power plant accidents, the poisoning of the Rhine river. To this list of 
seemingly remote catastrophes we must add another, even more urgent one: the imminent 
destruction of the Amazon rain forest in Brazil. Like other “far away” events, this ecological 
nightmare threatens us all. Caused by short - sighted corporate greed and governmental stupidi- 
ty, this ruin of a vital global resource is almost complete. But something can be done if we act now. 
PETER GORMAN, who has made several trips into the Amazon’s isolated jungles (see “Nu-Nu: The 
Dream of Hunters,” HIGH TIMES Dec. ‘86), describes this mindless disaster -in-the- making, and 
tells what can be done to stop it. The world we save is our own.

In the December 
1986 issue of HIGH 
TIMES I wrote about 
a recent trip deep into 
Peruvian Amazonia 
where I used the 
hallucinogen Nu-Nu 
with a group of 
Matses Indians on the 
Galvez River. While I 
love going into the 
jungles of South 
American and getting 
high, there is much 
more to this region 
than exotic drugs. 
Amazonia is one of 
the world’s great 
resources. It is home 
to roughly half of the 
species of living things 
on this planet, a vast 
network of diverse yet 
interdependent 
ecosystems. 
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Its size is phenomenal: it 
comprises roughly half of 
the South American 
continent and embraces ten 
countries. Yet it is 
considered one of the most 
fragile ecosystems on earth, 
one that, if mismanaged, 
will be irreversibly 
destroyed. And at this time 
it is being deforested at a 
rate of 25 to 100 acres per 
minute. Over the course of 
a single year, that comes to 
an area roughly the size of 
New York State. At this 
rate, only isolated pockets 
of rain forest will remain by 
the year 2000. 

How is it possible that an 
area so rich, so vast and 
verdant, can be destroyed 
so quickly? The answer lies 
in its makeup. The rain 
forest is a closed system; it 
not only recycles its own 
nutrients but also produces 
more than half of its own 
rainfall through 
transpiration. This cycle is 
so leakproof that incoming 
nutrients carried by rain 
and dust balance those lost 
by leaching. Even the forest 
canopy scavenges nutrients 
from rain, and roots grow 
out of the soil to intercept 
nutrients flowing down the 
trunk. It is a self-sustaining 
system that has developed 
out of necessity. The soils of 
the Amazon region are 
‘among the poorest in the 
world; therefore, all plant 
nutrients must be retained 
between a dense but 
shallow root system and the 
forest canopy. Once the 
nutrient cycle is broken by 
large-scale clearing, erosion 
and soil compaction follow. 


New forest growth does not 
develop on cleared land; 
instead, the cleared area 
generally grows a mossy 
cover or subshrub growth 
and the biological variety of 
the primary rain forest is 
lost. If used for agriculture, 
the land will yield crops for 
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no more than ten years’ 
time; if used for cattle 
ranching, that figure is 
halved. 

Why is this destruction 
happening? What does it 
mean to the rest of us? And 
how can it be stopped? 

‘The answer to the first 
question is, primarily, 
greed. Corporations and 
conglomerates based in 
North America and Europe 
have long exploited 
Amazonia for its vast 
resources of timber, and 
have cleared large tracks of 
land for cattle ranching. 
Despite proof that neither 
of these approaches to 
colonizing the tropical rain 
forest are viable, businesses 
continue to seek the short- 
term, short- sighted buck. 

But outside interests 
alone are not responsible 
for the destruction. While 
the exploitation of Third 
World resources seems to 
have been stemmed 
somewhat by recent media 
awareness and public 
scrutiny, a new problem 
has cropped up: 
resettlement of the 
burgeoning masses of 
urban poor. Both Peru and 
Brazil have built roads into 
the jungle in an effort to 
resettle two million dirt 
farmers in the interior, and 
land grants have been given 
away in frightening 
numbers. The influx of so 
many more slash-and-burn 
farmers than the area can 
support has wrecked havoc 
with the environment. The 
burning of vast tracts of 
primal forest has destroyed 
the habitats of thousands of 
animals, most notably, 
those of the large arboreal 
mammals of the Atlantic 


region (the jaguar, ocelot , 
and three-toed sloth); 
reptiles and fish (the 
manatee, paiche, electric 
eel, and black cayman); 
birds (the condor and 
aguillar); and plant species. 
This has also contributed to 
the extinction, through 
death or acculturation, of 
more than 100 indigenous 
Indian tribes since the turn 
of the century. Besides the 
sociological void this 
creates, each tribe takes 
with it a body of knowlege 
acquired over the centuries 
of interaction with its 
environment. 


In addition, global 
consequences of the 
destruction are beginning 
to show themselves. The 
denuding of the jungle is 
fast producing a change in 
the tropical albedo, or 
reflectively, and increases in 
the amounts of carbon 
dioxide and nitrous oxide in 
worldwide atmospheric 
levels are being recorded. 
With these changes we are 
beginning to see increased 
surface temperatures and 
aridity in tropical food 
belts, decreased rainfall in 
temperate zones, and 
increases in ultraviolet 
radiation at ground level. 
Too, the genetic diversity of 


tropical plants is 
decreasing, shrinking the 
world’s biological pool. The 
world as a whole is affected 
when the rain forest dies. 
This is no exaggeration: the 
body of scientific 
information available on 
the subject is staggering. 
Of course, we can’t go 

10 overcrowded, debt- 
ridden Third World 
countries and tell them to 
stop clearing the jungle 
because the habitat of a 
cute monkey is threatened. 
The only way the 
destruction can be stopped 
is by offering alternate 
solutions to their economic 
stagnation, and the only 
way viable alternatives can 
be found is by buying time 
for those researchers who 
are working on them. 
Investigations into the 
medicinal uses of just a few 
jungle plants have already 
produced 70 percent of all 
drugs containing anti- 
carcinogenic properties. 
The study of the rosy 
periwinkle has produced 
alkaloids that have 
achieved a remission rate of 
98 percent in the treatment 
of Hodgkin’s disease. 
Similar research has 
produced medicines as 
simple as iodine and as 
complex as a contraceptive. 
In fact, nearly half of alll 
prescription drugs used in 
the West contain an active 
ant-derived principle, yet 
it is estimated that less than 
two percent of the flora in 
the area contained by the 
Amazon has ever been 
chemically tested. 


Another alternate use of 
the jungle would be to 
investigate some of the 
indigenous plants for the 
purpose of adding to the 
world’s primary food 
supply. Seven of the 20 
most common foodstuffs 
come from the tropics, and 
it has been suggested that 
there are many more 
there that, with culti 
in balance with the tropical 
ecosystem, might enter 
world markets. 

Additionally, the plant 
fuels—natural gases 
released by the biomass— 
are currently being tested 
for commercial application 
by several research groups 
in northeast Brazil. 

There are some signs 
that public awareness of the 
problems being caused by 
the destruction of the South 
American rain forest have 
begun to have an effect on 
the governments involved. 
Brazil—which only 14 
years ago, at a conference 
on the human environment 
held in Stockholm, 
promised “progress at all 
costs, regardless of 
pollution and 
environmental havoc”— 
has made significant 
strides. There are now 
national laws requiring that 
all commercial ventures 
operating in the jungle 
designate 50 percent of 


their lands as reserves or 
study areas; since 1980, 
eight million square 
kilometers of primal forest 
have been set aside (this 
area includes Brazil’s first 
government-sponsored 
national forest preserve). 
Also, government 
incentives for cattle 
ranchers have been 
dropped. 

The job is not so much to 
keep people out of the 
jungle as to find out what 
the jungle has to offer, to 
begin to utilize its 
information instead of 
trying to make it provide 
what we demand of it. As 
the generative belly of this 
planet, it needs protecting; 
once it’s gone, we’re 
playing with a short hand. 

This is where we come 
in, It’s up to all of us to 
educate ourselves, to raise 
our consciousness about 
this issue. It’s up to us to 
keep the media interested, 
so that the scrutiny of what 
is occurring in this region 
continues and the laws 
governing its use are 
enforced. We need to offer 
encouragement to those 
who are working in the 
field, and contribute to 
those environmental 
protection groups that are 
doing a good job. Write, get 
information, send money.

Jerry 
Garcia lived on peanut butter in a cabin in 
Palo Alto in 1961. 

None of the band members come from 
poor families, yet constant brushes with 
‘compromise, jail, poverty, and being radical 
in a conservative world have left some scars.

DEAD as it has on Dylan, Springsteen, Willie 
Nelson, and Bob Geldof. 

Lesh, the bass player, has a few bucks and 
investments and a few nice cars.

The 
band may be slowing down, but nobody is 
ready to die. 

The GRATEFUL DEAD are, at the 
core of it, a bunch of professionally trained 
musicians working a class gig! To them, all the 
other bullshit is just bullshit. 

Garcia hates to be cast as a guru, although 
he accepts compliments well and raps like a 
visionary. Lesh still has perfect pitch in spite

of 20 years of ear-ripping electronic music. He 
also has a photographic memory, yet he is so 
shy he seldom speaks in public. In real life he 
is a bookish type who has collected one of the 
most extensive hermetic libraries on the West 
Coast.

CONCERT TAPING 


People always ask about Dead concert taping and how it got 
started, Inthe early days the taping was done for the benefit 
ofthe musician, so that they might “schoo!” themselves in a 
reflective moment. These backstage rehearsal tapes, some- 
times rel to reel, were hooked right into the PA direct line 
‘and were actually rough mixes. Sometimes these tapes fell into 

lation because they got left behind in hotel rooms or, in a 
few cases, were used as barter when money got short. 

In other cases people were awarded taping privileges, or 
they swapped dope with the PA man so that they might plug 
into the mixing board, These tapes are called “board” tapes in 
DEAD circles and are highly prize. 

There are about 10,000 hours of GRATEFUL 
DEAD music that have been recorded by the band and 
fans. THE DEAD have had such herniated relation- 
ships with their record companies (note the use ofthe plural) 
that the record companies simply could not legally enforce the 
search for concealed recording equipment at the band’s con- 
certs as they do with other bands and performers. Hany early 
tapes leaked out because the group was between contracts; 
sine THE DEAD have been between contracts more 
than any other band in history you can see how many tapes 
‘could have leaked out over the years. 

Asarule, THE DEAD organization doesn't like the 
fascist idea of searches, although weapons and booze are the 
isolated culprits in most cases. So the DEAD HEADS 
don't get searched for recorders or minicams, video equip- 
iment, andthe like To my knowledge, searches are mandatory 
at Yan Halen and Springsteen concerts, but not at 
GRATEFUL DEAD shows. Too, these unauthorized 
tapes do no harm and are great publicity for the band. They 
are usualy of inferior quality but alt of people collet tapes 
of the concerts they have attended as part of their personal 
quest—sort of like transcripts of seminars offered for sale 
after a businessmen’s convention. 

‘Mong about 1978 the band decided it couldn't fight the 
tapers, ot gave them permission to tape “acoustically” from 
2 special section ofthe audience, at no extra charge. How the 
search for hard hooch and guns could go on and tapes could 
get in unmolested. 

Somewhere along the line the musicians sent outa commu- 
‘nique to the effect that anyone taping the performances 
should use Maxell XL tape only, and thatthe tapes should 
never be sold, only swapped. This was a noble gesture, but it 
gave tacit approval to cliques and elites within the cadres of 
fans. In les than two years, two or three rch guys had all the 
tapes, and nobody inthe boonies could get any. If you didn’t 
travel to DEAD concerts because you had a responsible 
job, or you were too young, or didn’t have a tape duplicating 
system, you were out of fuck. Eventually people had to buy the 
tapes just to begin their collections,

The GRATEFUL DEAD are like 
football players. They play with pain. The 
show must go on. Phil, Jerry, and Mickey are 
stoic, like Miles Davis never looking at the 
audience, hardly ever talking. This attitude is 
seconded backstage by Robert Hunter, Garcia's 
pal and THE DEAD’: prime librettist. 
Hunter is so nervous he has problems with 
syncopation, yet his lyrics have been 
compared to those of Bob Dylan, and to the 
verse of Dylan Thomas and James Joyce. He 
has written novels on an Osbourne portable 
computer but refuses to let anyone see them. 

Sometimes Bob Weir, the gregarious 
rhythm guitarist, feels he has to explain why 
the band is “getting their act together.” 
Sometimes he is the spokesman for the band, 
and announces that it is Garcia’s birthday, or 
somebody else’s birthday. Weir is the bright- 
eyed and bushy-tailed type. Bret Maitland, the 
present keyboard dude, of Scots ancestry, and 
Bill Kreutzman, the original Warlock 
drummer, most often watch the goings-on 
with a kind of acerbic detachment; yet they, 
too, are the consummate professionals. 

All of the band members agree that a little 


thing like athlete's foot or even the clap will 
not hold up a gig, but if Garcia actually ever 
died that would be a different thing. The 
name will go on no matter what, because Phil 
‘once told me he felt that the tradition should 
be passed on from generation to generation.

| guess you really can’t understand the 
GRATEFUL DEAD unless you understand 
Marin County. Marin, that odd little county 
just north of San Francisco across the Golden 
Gate Bridge, is full of jive, yet it is the 
foundation for The Whole Earth

rock and roll capital of the West Coast. Marin 
boasts more celebrities per capita than 
Hollywood, yet there are many poverty 
pockets.

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HaAsH MAKING WITH D.C. 


CANNABIS CONNOISSEUR 


Making high quality hash is a lot easier than most 
people realize. All it requires is a high-grade silkscreen, a 
credit card, and cannabis. Hash made by the silkscreen 
method is frequently smoked by growers, but seldom 
appears in the marketplace. It's just too expensive—by 
current commercial standards, one ounce of the finest 
homemade hash should be worth around $5500. 

Itis possible to rub leaves and obtain fine quality hash, 
but I was feeling a bit decadent during this session and 
decided to rub the middle and bottom buds that normally 
would be sold or smoked by the grower. I chose California 
Orange as my variety, a stable well-blended indica-sativa 
(mostly indica hybrid) that has won at least two 
California harvest festivals. If ripened sufficiently, it 
makes very good hash (see photo 1). 

When preparing hash, the plant should be bone-dry: at 
least four weeks from harvest, preferably more. The 
silkscreen should be monofilament polyester. The screens 
are fairly inexpensive, costing only around $25, and are 
ordered by mesh number: the higher the number, the 
more holes in a given area. I have found that a 110 screen 
is adequate and yields potent, if somewhat light green 
hash. After the screens reach 125, very little vegetative 
matter passes through, and the hash becomes 

more golden, 

Using a credit card, I gently brush the plant material 
across the screen (photos 2, 3). Although it’s called 
“rubbing,” I never actually rub, Friction separates the 
resin glands from the vegetative matter. I usually brush 
the same plant material twice across the screen. 

After rubbing, I wash my hands of vegetative matter. 
This prevents any contamination of the resin powder 
under the silkscreen. I lift the screen and scoop the hash 
into a pile (photo 4). With a little pressure, the hash 
powder is easily worked into a hard, tight ball of pure 
glandular trichomes (photos 5, 6). 

What do I do with the vegetative matter after I make 
hash? Sometimes, I put it into a coffee filter and fill the 
filter with petroleum ether (available from chemical 
supply companies). I pour the ether through the filter into 
a wide, flat dish, let it drain, and repeat the process. After 
the ether evaporates from the dish, it leaves a residue 
similar to hash oil. The vegetative matter is then 
discarded, 

Incidentally, this process should be performed outdoors 
and with rubber gloves. Petroleum ether is highly toxic 
and extremely flammable! To make sure the ether has 
evaporated, just add a little water. When the water has 
‘evaporated, then you know the petroleum ether has too. 
Not all varieties of marijuana make good hash. Here's a 
list of some that do:

By the early ‘70s, things had pretty much 


bottomed out—cartoons couldn't get any 
worse! But things in the cartoon biz slowly 
turned around, thanks to cheap foreign labor, 
new animation technology such as xero- 
graphy and computer imaging, competition 
from new animation studios, and the promise 
of big bucks in videocassette sales. By the mid 
‘80s, Saturday-morning stuff like “The 
Smurfs” and the remade “Alvin and the Chip- 
munks” was better than awful, and mediocrity 
became the weekly minimum requirement. 

Now Saturday morning and weekday car- 
toons are again worth watching for kids of all 
ages. If you haven’t checked out what the 
cartoon lovers of America are getting stoned 
on lately, you should. There’s some primo stuff 
on! 

The brightest light in the Saturday morning 
scene is Pee Wee’s Playhouse. Pee Wee 
Herman has revived the kiddie- show concept 
in grand, psychedelic style. His Saturday 
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morning warp-out (CBS, 10:00 a.m. EST), stars 
Pee Wee and a large supporting cast of ro- 
bots, dinosaurs, wizards, knuckleheads, and 
assorted weirdos. Regular Playhouse bits 
include The Secret Word (everyone, and that 
includes you kids out there in the audience, 
screams whenever someone says it), The King 
of Cartoons (who introduces all-too-short 
snippets from obscure ‘30s cartoons), and 
Penny (a clay-animated, kid-narrated car- 
toon). The playhouse itself, designed in a 
masterfully kid-grotesque style by High 
Times cartoonist Gary Panter, features 
enough living chairs, talking goldfish, magic 
desks, ant farms, and visual treats to keep 
your mind fried trying to keep up with it. The 
music, by Mark (DEVO) Mothersbaugh, adds 
a lot of zip to the zaniness. Pee Wee Herman 
rides herd over the madness. If you hate him 
from all his David Letterman appearances, 
watch it anyway. Pee Wee’s Playhouse 
finds him in his natural element—a twisted, 
goofy, kiddie-show host. 

Playhouse is a whacked-out mishmash 
of every video-animation technique in the 
book, slapped together with every kid-show 
cliché that time forgot, a few funky film clips, 
and tons of fun. Episodes are one long, ram- 
bling, obnoxious non sequitur, serving only to 
introduce bizarre special effects, fun activities, 
and semimusical interludes. It’s a delicious 
visual treat that’s so tasty your brain will em- 
brace the forced vacation. (Rumor has it that 
its popularity will soon spin off a special 
weekend late-night rebroadcast.) 


The best cartoon on Saturday mornings is 
Galaxy High School (CBS, 11:00a.m.),a 
super-stoned takeoff on Archie and Jughead. 
If the spacey theme song doesn’t grab you 
right away, then stop reading! You must hate 
cartoons! |t introduces super-jock Doyle and 
the bookish Amy (the cutest cartoon QT since 
Betty Boop), two earth kids who are chosen to 
attend Galaxy High, where they learn to co- 
exist with a bizarre assortment of crazed alien 
classmates and extraterrestrial teachers 
(Naturally, the jock falls flat on his face while 
Amy the bookworm becomes queen of the 
new school.) As strange as Galaxy Highis, 
it doesn’t capture the alienation and culture 
shock of going to a regular American high 
school, but it comes close enough. 

Although the scripts occasionally descend 
to the level of a sitcom, the basic premise of 
the show, courtesy of Chris Columbus of 
Goonies and Gremlins fame, keeps things in- 
teresting. The spaced-out characters, outer- 
space setting, detailed animation, future-tech 
soundtrack, and comic/cosmic high-school 
synonyms carry the show. 

The next kid-vid treat that’s not just for kids 
is DangerMouse, the syndicated import 
from England. The best thing about 
DangerMouse is the one thing all other 
cartoon factories seem to ignore—the writing. 
The stories are funny, the characters interest- 
ing, and the situations imaginative. 

DangerMouse is a James Bond/ 
Sherlock Holmes type who gets involved in 
absurd adventures that are somewhere be- 


tween Through The Looking Glass and “Get 


Smart.” His faithful assistant and second 
banana, Penfold, reacts to the way-out si- 
tuations that never seem to faze the impecca- 
bly imperturbable Mr. Mouse. Like 
“Bullwinkle” before it, DM doesn’t talk down 
to its audience, and takes its time in telling a 
good story. Unlike “Bullwinkle” the artwork is 
well rendered, and the animation is excellent. 
If you get that great cable network, Nickel- 
odeon, you'll find DangerMouse on 
weeknights at 7:30. Otherwise, if he’s not on 
your local stations, try to get the Mouse on 
tape. It’s worth the trip! 
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Then there are the remakes of those old 
faves, The Jetsons and Gumby, which 
can be seen in syndication around the coun- 
try. The Jetsons were Hanna Barbera’s 
saving grace, their best TV work ever (with the 
possible exception of the early “Flintstones,” 
although they borrowed too much from “The 
Honeymooners”). The new Jetsons epi- 
sodes stand up to the originals; unlike the 
CBS “Twilight Zone” ripoff/remake, these are 
the real thing. The same can be said for the 
new Gumby episodes. Happily, the creators 
(the original Clokey, of course) left well 
enough alone, and produced a slew of new 
Gumbys that rate with the originals. In fact, 
the clay animation looks better than ever. 
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Unless you're slightly retarded, the pick- 
ings begin to get slim after that. Sure, CBS's 
Teen Wolf and Muppet Babies are sort of 
interesting (10:30 and 9:00 a.m., Saturdays), 
and Disney's Adventure of the Gummi 
Bears (8:30 a.m, NBC) is, like any Disney 
show, passable product. But the adult brain 
stops there. Most cartoons fit into the “we- 
need-to-push-this-new-toy-we’re-marketing” 
genre, like the Pound Puppies mess, or the 
Get Along Gang dope, and the whole 
Wuzzles, Kissyfur, Foofur, Ghostbus- 
ters, and Real Ghostbusters YEEUCH!!! 
These are tailored strictly for the four-year-old 
mind, and, although the animation is someti- 
mes crafted, they’re barely watchable. 

If you like watching TV with the sound off, 
the quality of animation alone makes syndi- 
cated sci-fi adventures like Thundercats 
and Silverhawks interesting. The stories 
suck, but sometimes the animated effects, 
usually featuring lots of melodramatic puke, 


satanic retch, and heavy-metal barf, are 


. worth the price of admission (free, but still 


worth it). 

Of course, there's always the flip side to 
cartoons, for those whose minds are so gone 
that they enjoy bad TV. For gonzos, wackos, 
and lowlife scum whose idea of high culture is 
The Gong Show, there’s Rambo, a car- 
toon so surreally awful that it makes the Sly 
Stallone movie look like Citizen Kane. 
Rambo hos it all-—stilted dialogue, wooden 
acting, ridiculous plots, and animation so lim- 
ited it makes watching paint dry seem exciting 


by comparison. 


There are plenty of other candidates for the 
so-bad-it’s-good file, like Challenge of 
the Go-Bots, or Photon, the live-action 
bargain-basement Star Wars rip-off. None of 
them match the true god-awfulness of 
Rambo, but they’re close. 

| heard that Ted Turner didn’t buy the MGM 
film library for the right to colorize those old 
movies. Nope, he really wanted the rights to 
those Fleisher Brothers Popeye cartoons, 
which belonged to MGM, so he could see 
those black-and-white beauties in color. In 
fact, before the computerized ink had dried 
on his new, color Maltese Falcon, he had the 
classic Popeye cartoon Goonland translated 
into full color. 

Superstation’s Tom & Jerry features all 
the kid classics from the past, for two hours 
and thirty-five minutes’ worth every weekday 
(6:00 a.m. to 3:05 p.m.) and two hours every 
Sunday (7:30.a.m.).A typical menu includes a 
couple of Tom and Jerry cartoons, a classic 
Warner Brothers Looney Tune or Merry Mel- 
ody, a Three Stooges short, an MGM Tex 
Avery cartoon, a Little Rascals/Our Gang 
short a’ Popeye, and Heckleiand Jackle. fone 
of your favorites is not on that list, you must be 
brain-dead!

Heliked itso much, infact, that he decided to 
self-produce an album of original, bare-bones 
garage songs like "No Reason to Complain” by the 
Alarm Clocks and "That's the Bag I'm In” by the 
Fabs. 

The songs lacked professional polish, were in- 
credibly obscure, and the bands had long since 
dropped out of sight, but the music was refreshing- 
ly unpretentious, especially when compared with 
the pathetic state of pop music in the early ‘80s. 
Warren titled the album Back From the Grave, 
and hi jed it on his own label, CRYPT. The 
cover, drawn by Mort Todd, shows a teenage zom- 
bie ina graveyard burying his most-hated records, 
which include those by Genesis, Hendrix, Zappa, 
and Bowie. 

The album sold surprisingly well to a small but 
devoted cult following. Since then (without the 
benefit of press support), Warren has releasedfive 
more Back From the Grave records filled with 
some of the finest tunes in the annals of rock. 
Without his efforts, many of these classics would 
have been lost forever. For this reason, Warren has 
become something of a hero in HIGH TIMES circles, 
which is why we invited him over to tell his story.

The main reason I started CRYPT was because 
Iwas sick of buying compilations billing 
themselves as “60s punk” when they were made 
up of only a few real ’60s punkers, along with 
some okay attempts at the punk sound by a 
studio group, an acid-head psychedelic clunker, 


and some pre-bubble pop crap. Between the time 
Pebbles #1 came out and 1983, close to 100 
"60s punk compilations came out, and only about 
ten of them were close to being representative of 
mid-’60s punk. By “punk” | mean teenage bands 
singing about the small world around them: girl 
problems, problems with squares, or just 
completely demented, purposeless, trash songs. 
There isn’t any anger or teenage feeling in 
most psychedelic songs, where the usual topic is 
love, colors, and the “groovy” world that exists 
when tripping. Drugged intellectualism and 
musical “chops” killed rock ’n’ roll, thanks to the 
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BEATLES, the San Francisco scene, and 
HENDRIX. I can listen to some of the CHOCOLATE 
WATCH BAND, but I draw the line with most 
psychedelia. | don’t like a lot of chord changes. | 
HATE noodling guitars! 

The teenage groups had nothing. They bought 
their equipment by mowing lawns. They taught 
themselves to play. Their parents drove them to 
gigs. They were shit on by the oh-so-mighty 
critics and the scum mags like Rolling Stone. 
They paid to record and press their own records. 
That’s rock ’n’ roll!! Not the asslicking, haircut- 
video, big-contract, private-jet garbage that’s 
been going on since the adult world decided they 
could make some bucks supporting rock!! 

It was hard tracking down a lot of the bands. 
You'd have a record. It would have an address on 
it. You'd drive to the town and look in the phone 
book for the last name of someone in the band. 
Hopefully, someone would have a name like 
Derzilneck. But then you’d go to Chicago and find 
two million Derzilnecks! 

The age of most band members was between 
11 and 18. They usually broke up the summer 
they graduated from high school. We tracked 
down this one group from New Mexico called the 
CHOABS. | asked them, ‘What is a Choab?’ 
Turned out it was a slang term for big zit. They 
called themselves the Big Zits!! 

The story of the KEGS is the saddest of all. 
They were complete outcasts. Their instruments 
were out of tune. | think the guitar player tuned 
up during the song. They changed their name 
after every gig because no one would ever ask 
them back. One of them is still a recluse and 
wouldn't talk to us, even though he’s a 
millionaire car designer. 

Generally, the response is really negative when 
1 contact a band. They think it’s a high-school 
friend playing a prank on them. They hang up. 
That’s why we pay royalties. Otherwise, we 
wouldn’t even get in the door. 

The music today, it just keeps getting worse 
and worse. There are a few good bands still doing 
this music, like the LYRES, the FLESHTONES, the 
CHESTERFIELD KINGS. But | can’t stand it when 
they take modem studio technology and play 
garage. It comes out really tacky. My all-time 
favorite band?

| have read a number of articles on 
grow rooms. They seem thorough for the 
most part, covering lighting systems, air, 
temperature and humidity controls, and 
growing mediums. However, most of the 
articles do not address water quality. 

Both city and well water often contain 
contaminants that affect plant growth. 
Grow books often suggest letting water 
sit to remove chlorine. But what about the 
other impurities, such as organics and 
chioramines, phosphate complexes, and 
undissolved solids? 

| use a water-fltration system that re- 
moves them all. First the water is run 
through a roughing cartridge called anion 
‘exchange absorber, then through a filter. 
My small system can purify water at the 
rate of five gallons per hour. The car- 
tridges last about six months and are dis- 
posable. This assures me high-quality 
water by removing all the impurities and 
leaving the water with a pH of 7—neutral. 

With these systems it is wise to use a 
reservoir to hold enough water for the 
system. The container should be made of 
dark plastic so light does not filter 
through, which would encourage the 
growth of algae.

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We first started growing 
eight years ago in 10-liter (3- 
gallon) containers using 
Colombian and Thai seeds. 
The plants were allowed to 
grow under metal halide 
lamps for five months and 
then were flowered for two. 
After the first crop we harvested, we 
decided to automate the watering 

stem. In horticulture magazines we 
saw hydroponic setups; we visited 
suppliers and straight greenhouse 
growers, who were happy to show us 
how they cultivate. (We always look to 
‘straight horticulture here in Holland— 
no need to reinvent the wheel.) We 
also realized that 90% of the plant’s 
potency is genetically determined, so 
we took a trip to the US in a quest for 
good seed. In California we found a 
sativa-indica creeper variety with an 
excellent Colombian high. 

‘We grew our second crop in rock wool, 
letting the plants grow for three and one 
half months, then flower for two. We 
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@ Before we started to use Rockwool, 
we used one gallon pots with a 
styrofoam-aggregate mix. These 
plants were spaced about one foot 
apart. 


ended up with plants 2 to 2'/e meters (6 to 
8 feet) tall. The harvest was good. in 10 
square meters (a little more than 100 
‘square feet) we had 16 plants. The plants 
averaged 150 grams; the biggest yielded 
225 grams. We thought that was a lot. 
Too, the grass was well received because 
at that time, sinsemilla was still a novelty 
in the Netherlands. However, we had not 
yet realized the most important thing 


about growing in rock wool: itneeds good 
drainage. Also, about 30% of the water 
from the nutrient solution irrigating the 
material must run off to prevent a salt 
buildup, which can lower yield and is toxic 
at high levels. We measured high EC 
(electrical conductivity) levels. The 
instrument measured a level up to about 
C10, when it should have read about 
EC2. This indicated that salt residues 
were building up in the medium. 

By the third crop, we had decided to 
shorten the vegetative cycle, so that the 
plants were kept shorter and more 
manageable. We had always thought that 
plants could not flower until they were 
several months old, but we experimented 
and found that cuttings we had placed 
under a flowering light cycle responded 
just like their clone mothers. We also 
found that seedlings placed under this 
same light cycle would respond with 
flowers in about four weeks, the males 
indicating first. This information caused 
us to change our growing techniques 
radically. We continued experimenting, 
and have now developed a system that 
produces an incredible yield. 


INDOOR GROWING BY THE 
PLANTLET METHOD by Super Sativa Seed Club 


Starting with 10-centimeter (about 
31/2-inch) clones in 6/2 -centimeter 
(about 21/2-inch) rock wool cubes—or 10 
to 15 plants per meter—we let the plants 
take root. This takes about two to three 
weeks, depending on the seed variety 
and weather conditions. We have had our 
best success taking cuttings from the part 
of the branch just above where it 
becomes woody; they root the fastest. 
With these we have a success rate of 
about 95%. After the cuttings start to 
‘grow rapidly, we let them go for another 
two weeks; each plantlet grows to an 
approximate height of 30 centimeters 
(about 10 inches) before they are 
transplanted and placed in a separate 
flowering room. (By using two rooms 
there is no downtime; the next crop of 
clones goes into the flowering room as 
soon as the previous crop is done.) There 
are four plants per rock-woo! slab, which 
measures 100 by 20 by 8 centimeters (34 
by 7 by 3inches). 

The plants are allowed between 101/2 
and 12 hours of darkness each night. The 
Indicas require fewer hours of darkness, 
the sativas, more. We try each variety at 
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@ Woll-formed buds on the miniature 
plants in the garden. 


102 hours first, then lengthen the period 
‘of darkness if the plants don't respond. 
We think the more hours of light during 
the flowering cycles, the larger the buds. 


The plant continues to flower for six to 
eight weeks, and will reach a height of 60 
to 70 centimeters (17 to 20 inches), 
depending on variety. They are harvested 
when roughly about 50% of the pistils turn 
brown. This is earlier than most 
Americans harvest, but we prefer the 
high the younger buds provide, and we 
can then use the space for the new crop. 
(To get the American-style ripened bud 
with the false seed pod forming around 
dessicated pistils, another week or two of 
flowering is required.) By transplanting 
the plants into the rock wool after they 
toot, then placing them in the big grow 
room, we get five harvests per year from 
the room. The yield per square meter per 
year is so large that we hesitate to 
mention it. But here it is: 1750 grams 
(about 12 ounces). 

We are now working on a shelf 
growing system so that space can be 
utilized even more efficiently. For 
instance, if we have a space 3 meters 
square and use 2 meters for shelves 
stacked three high, in effect we have 6 
square meters of growing space in a 3- 
square-meter area. @

So breathtaking is Mt. Tam, known as the

It is the 
center for the New Age scam. Mill Valley is a 
magnet for off-the-wall shrink fads and do-it- 
yourself lobotomies, for what Lenny Bruce 
called “nonscheduled theologies.”

Politics 


The GRATEFUL DEAD are radical. Lesh 
wanted to vote for Jesse Jackson in 1972, and 
he votes at every election by casting his 
absentee ballot. Wild political rap sessions are 
commonplace at DEAD family get-togethers, 
yet Marin—and the Dead Heads—are 
apolitical. Few people in Marin are radical or 
even concerned, except as they link up to the 
Republicans in Ross and Kentfield and 
Tiburon. However, Barbara Boxer, a brilliant 
politican with strong liberal leanings, fought 
her way to Washington from Greenbrea. Then 
there’s the late ex-madame and mayor of 
Sausalito, Sally Stanford, another paradox. 


The Family 


The GRATEFUL DEAD entourage and 
extended family, numbering in the hundreds, 
moved to Marin in 1968-69, primarily to

avoid the artistic repression they were 
experiencing in the city and on the road. 

Haight-Ashbury had proven its point: San 
Francisco could raise an urban commune, 
similar to the Paris Commune of the 19th 
century. As long as the commune lasted it was 
glorious, but it soon fell into rack and ruin. 
Still, | think it was a marvelous experience, 
something to be proud of. It changed all our 
lives. 

Most of us were positive radicals 
committed to Jeffersonian democracy, with a 
few IWW card carriers thrown in for good 
measure. THE DEAD are still that way— 
you don’t change your stripes just because 
you have money. 

In 1965, when THE DEAD began as 
THE WARLOCKS, marijuana was the 
epitome of evil. People were doing two years 
for stems and seeds. Acid was unheard of 
outside of our gang. THE DEAD family is 
an ongoing extension of a Haight-Ashbury 


commune, yet you can hardly call these 
people hippies any more than you can call 
Steve Jobs, the founder of Apple Computer, a 
hippie. 

Basically, the GRATEFUL DEAD have 
become a democratic oligarchy posing as a 
left-wing syndicate, with a few outriders who 
profess to being anarchists or utopians. 

However, the GRATEFUL DEAD 
family is strong on matriarchy. This is similar 
to ancient Nordic and Celtic tribal structures. 
Everything is done by consensus, but the 
social stability is provided by the women, who 
inherit all the property when a warrior dies 
in battle and vow to remarry within the 
family. Examples of this are so common in 
THE DEAD that | am amazed. 


The Pecking Order 


In essence, a command or suggestion always 
starts with a musican or a musican’s spouse, 
except where, for various reasons, a manager- 
roadie like Ram Rod is elevated to 
musician status. Marriage, as we know it, is 
optional and fosterage of children is common. 
This may seem pagan to Midwesterners, but it 
holds the clan together. 

Here we see the roots of the medieval 
fiefdom, with guild artisans bonding to a clan 
or city-state for survival. At this time in Marin 
County there are numerous power centers that 
are tantamount to baronies. As they are 
independent, they do not answer to an 
organized central authority. In many ways 
these baronies are holdouts from the Old 
West. The spirit of the cattle baron is alive 
and well in The Valley of the Moon. 
For example, look at the Lucasfilms estate 
on Lucas Valley Road, a road not named after 
George Lucas’ grandfather (contrary to 
popular belief). Then too, you can find THE 
DEAD family; a few Mafia lords; The San 
Francisco extended bosses; the power bankers 
of the Right; the Jefferson Airplane 
family run by Captain Tollbooth and the Iron 
Nun. Then maybe, if you hang out in the 
Trieste in Sausalito, you might make contact 
with David Crosby, now also healed and on a 
strong comeback trail. You might also spot

The Spinoff Bands 
The GRATEFUL DEAD have divisions, 
disputes, wrangles, and feuds, but the spinoff 
bands are not caused by these disputes. 
Instead, they sooth them. The major DEAD 
ensemble could not survive if it were not for 
the spinoff bands. They exist and proliferate 
in almost infinite combinations, feeding the 
main band with ideas. The spinoff bands are 
like little research and development units. 

Names like Too Loose Ta’ Truck 
and The Diga Rhythm Band or 
The Healy-Treece Band shadow the 
more well known spinoffs: Kingfish, Ace, 
Garcia Band, Bobby and The 
Midnighters, and Old and In the 
Way (featuring Peter Rowan, a genius we 
hear almost nothing about these days). 

The spinoffs satisfy another, more practical 
purpose: they tend to spring up just about the 
time the contract has to be honored. 
Sometimes a certain number of records have 
to be produced to satisfy contractual demands 
and there is no better way to muster lots and 
lots of wax on demand. 


Although THE DEAD are not great 
money managers they have managed to keep 
some of the booty. They all have houses, pretty 
much free and clear. As mentioned earlier, 
Mickey Hart has a ranchito down the road 
from George Lucas. Phil Lesh has a nice house 
on a wooded hillside between San Rafael and 
Greenbrae. Bob Weir was never poor, and is 
the only guy | know who went from Rich Kid 
to Rock Star. We used to clean our dope in the 
drawer at the Navarro Hotel with Weir's Gold 
‘Amex card because nobody else had a credit 
card. This was super weird because Weir 
doesn’t smoke anything.

Crosby's philosophy: “When you run out of 
Money, make more!” They never seeem to stop 
making it and spending it. Wives and ex- 
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wives take a toll too. Then there are the 
hordes of children, services, and taxes—the 
list is infinite. In 1985 they earned almost as 
much as Springsteen. What is not 
generally noted is that they had to play ten 
times as many gigs as Springsteen, and they 
are older. 


Jerry Garcia 
Rumors of Garcia’s death are greatly 
exaggerated. He does not have brain cancer. 
He is not a drooling idiot. He was sick and 
now he is better. 

He played better than ever on Halloween 
after a few small club warmups,and the New 
Year's Eve shows were well received. | think 
the only lesson he needed to learn was simply 
to put off well-wishers who offer him free 
drugs. The major impact his illness will have 
on the overall DEAD strategy is that they 
might be forced to take sabbaticals and play 
a lot of local or out-and-back gigs. This 
means the Oakland Auditorium, the 
Sacramento Fair Grounds, the new Mountain 
View Ampitheater, and the like. They may 
even become San Francisco's number one 
tourist attraction. 


Owsley: 
The Fifth Beatle 


For decades the world has been held in awe 
by the concept of rock group cohesiveness. 
Why is it that some groups make it and some 
don’t? My theory is that the ones that make it 
have the services of a “fifth Beatle.” This is a 
manager who is almost as powerful as the 
band members themselves, a person who lives 
and works with the band and makes things 
happen. 

THE DEAD have had a succession of 
fifth Beatles over the years. The first was the 
notable Augustus Owsley Stanley 
TH. Owsley had an inordinate sway over the 
band in the early days and continues to enjoy 
some occult hold, although he has not been 


the fifth Beatle since before he went into the 
federal pen in Terminal Island in the early 
"70s. 

‘Owsley now haunts North Beach 
occasionally, and has a house in Marin anda 
piece of land in the Austrailian outback, set 
up with a tent and the bare necessities. It is 
here that he designs and executes expensive 
gold jewelry, lost-wax castings from gold he 
claims he makes alchemically. He commutes 
from San Francisco to Sydney and naturally, 
like any good psychedelic sailor, he keeps a 
family in both ports. | can tell you in all 
honesty we haven't heard the end of Owsley. 


Phil Lesh 
Phil is the Magister Ludi of the plot. His 
house abounds with musical scores from the 
Middle Ages and treasures of all kinds. He is 
an expert on the ISth-century Dutch cabalist 
Jacolbus Obrecht, a composer who 
apparently uncovered a sacred hidden nature 
in music that essentially launched 20th- 
century composers such as Mahler, Debussy, 
and even the American Charles Ives. In fact, 
Phil feels a direct kinship with Ives, as Phil's 
grandfather was, like Ives, a bandmaster in 
New England years ago. 

Lesh is an accomplished classical composer 
and will perform a new atonal score with the 
Berkeley Symphony Orchestra this month.

1am not a visionary, | cannot predict what 
might happen, but I'm amazed at the rumors 
that keep circulating. Don’t believe them. The 
Dead Heads may be hysterical as they 
look for Pig Pen’s grave in Palo Alto, but 
the GRATEFUL DEAD themselves are as 
down-to-earth as a peyote button on a dewy 
desert morning. 
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When the grow room’s walls are ex- 
posed to the light—such as a bedroom 
with external walls—the sunlight can 
help warm the room during the day. 
The HID lights are turned on so that 
the room is warmed and the plants ex- 
perience “daytime” during the night. 
This solution lowers power bills and 
helps keep humidity in check in moist 
climates. 

If a grow room is in a warm, humid, 
Southeastern climate, the CO, genera- 
tor creates the growth accelerating 
gas which is vented out the chimney 
or a discreet roof vent when the tem- 
perature or the humidity stray away 
from the safe range. 

The advantages of cool winter 
weather are many. CO, burners are a 
possibility for all but the most tropical 
climates. Heat buildup is less of a 
problem in warm climates. In hot cli- 
mates and one-light grow rooms with 
CO, emitters, a good integrated timer 
system will help utilize CO, more effi- 
ciently and the garden will grow faster. 
Several indoor-gardening stores carry 
specialized timing systems that effi- 
ciently vent air and retain the maxi- 
mum amount of CO,. 

Basements are still the all-time 
favorite grow room location. A consis- 
tent year-round temperature is main- 
tained by the earth-insulated walls. 
Security is also simple to monitor; 
basements are easy to seal off to un- 
desirable visitors. But watch out! 
Basements provide such an ideal 
growing area that midwinter weather 
sneaks up unnoticed. Small changes, 
such as a drop in air temperature 
(which should be measured with a 
maximum/minimum thermometer) or 
water/fertilizer temperature, could 
shave 5% to 50% off the final harvest. 
Cold water can severely stunt plants. 
The roots are growing in a warm, se- 
cure environment. When cold 30° to 
50° F water is applied, a multitude of 
root hairs are shocked beyond repair. 
Simple precautions will help prevent 
any unnecessary setbacks. 

Indoor growing in deep winter can 
have its highs and lows. Experience 
cultivates the best highs. For many, 
the ultimate high is attained with a 
toke of smoke and taking a refreshing 
stroll through their lush indoor gar- 
den. Who else, besides an indoor 
grower, is able to live a few hours of 
‘summer in the middle of a blizzard?

A few years back | discovered a fantas- 
tic new use for marijuana. | am a 
beekeeper, and | use a smoker (a bel- 
lows-type device similar to a power hitter) 
filled with old cotton T-shirts to biow the 
smoke from the burning cotton into the 
beehive. This fools the bees into thinking 
the beehive is on fire. Predictably, the 
bees leave the hive posthaste, which al- 
lows easy removal of the honey. 

One day | had an excess of home- 
grown, so | placed it in the smoker and lit 
it, then blew pot smoke into the beehive. 
The results were amazing: the bees were 
thoroughly subdued by the pot smoke in- 
stead of being highly agitated, as they are 
by the cotton smoke, thus allowing me to 
rob the honey without the slightest 
chance of being stung.

Dear Ed, 

I thought I would report on my experi- 
ences regarding the “Ask Ed” letter on 
cloning. The method | now use has given 
me a 100% survival rate with a total of 60 
clones. 

When | take cuttings | place them in 
small pieces of Styrofoam that have 
holes punctured in them for the stem to 
slip through. Then I let the stems and Sty- 
rofoam float in water and light them with 
24 hours of fluorescent. After five days in 
water the cuttings are dipped in Rootone 
and gently placed in a medium of 75% 
fine vermiculite and 25% perlite. 

After three days | apply a half-strength 
solution of Ortho Up-Start. In about two 
weeks the clone is ready for transplant- 
ing. I've rooted cuttings with one node 
and 1/16th-inch stem diameter. | can also 
root clones from a mother plant without 
leaching high-nitrogen fertilizers.

When people write to you and ask 
about turning the lights back to induce 
budding, you tell them to go from 18 
hours a day (actually continuous light, 24 
hours a day) to 12 hours. It sounds like 
you're saying to do this all at once, over- 
night. | have read that you should reduce 
the photoperiod by one hour each week 
for six weeks. Please clear this up for me.

There is no reason to reduce the lights 
gradually. The plants respond more 
rapidly and without shock when the 
photoperiod Is lowered all at once. 


Dear Ed, 

| have a one-acre ranchette: ideal for 
growing for my personal use. | usually 
start out with seven or eight plants, then 
thin out to two or three which carry me 
through the winter. 

My wife is afraid of getting caught, es- 
pecially with the threat of confiscation of 
our property. | thought confiscation was 
for those who grew a certain number of 
plants that could be considered for profit. 
Is this true?

Usually prosecutors in drug cases go 
after property that they “belleve” was 
used for profit. However, the prosecu- 
tlon Is legally able to confiscate any 
property used In “drug manufacture”

Is there any way to “dwart” cannabis?

nabis contains a gene for dwarf- 
ism. The Seed Bank In Holland has two. 
dwart plants growing in Its laborato- 
rles. They also have normal sisters of 
the plants growing. The plants are 
fully grown, with full branching on a 
“Christmas Tree” plan, but the inter- 
nodes fraction of an inch apart, 
and the leaves are tiny. 

Some commercially available chem- 
Icals are used to shrink the vertical 
growth of the plant. Products contain- 
Ing alar (such as “Powerbloom”) re- 
tard Internodal growth. 


Dear Ed, 

| was reading an old book called A 
Child's Garden of Grass and it says to 
hang the plant upside down and spray it 
with a boiled sugar and water mix, bundle 
it into a bag, and piace it in a hot and dry 
place until the leaves crumble at the 
touch. What | want to know, is this a good 
way to cure grass. If not, what is the best 
way? 
—John S. 

Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 


That is definitely not a good way to 
cure grass. It sounds like everything 
will either be moldy or covered with 
sugar. Certainly not fit for smoking. 

The best way is to trim the bush into 
branches cut into pieces 1-1' feet 
long. Then let the plants dry slowly ina 
cool dry or warm, fairly humid envi- 
ronment. This way, the buds get to 
cure a little and lose some of their 
harshness. 


Dear Ed, 

1am just completing an indoor grow 
room and don't have the money to get ex- 
pensive lights. I would like to know if fluo- 
escent lights would be worth using. | 
would also like to know if a space 6-9 feet 
with a height of 3% feet will be adequate 
for growing good herb. 
—Wild Child 

Greensboro, North Carolina 


Yes, fluorescent lights are a good 
‘source of light for gardens and can be 
used to grow nice buds. They are in- 
convenient to use in most gardens be- 
cause they are bulky and large banks 
of them are required to provide ade- 
quate light. However, even a well-con- 
structed unit with great reflectors 
cannot match the intensity that a metal 
halide (MH) or high-pressure sodium 
(HPS) lamp emits. 

Fluorescents are preferred for some 
gardening purposes. Growers are be- 
coming Interested in the small plant 
garden. In some cases up to 100 plants 
are grown per square yard. The rooted 
cuttings are placed into flowering 
when they are between 8 and 12 
Inches tall. They are usually no taller 
than 2 to 2% feet when they are har- 
vested. If fluorescent lamps are used, 
the lights can be hung right over the 
plants, taking up only a foot of height. 
Itan MH or HPS lamp Is used, an addi- 
tional 5 to 80-foot-high space is re- 
quired in order to disburse the light 
over the garden. Plants can be grown 
on several layers of shelves this way, 
Increasing the total number of square 
feet in the garden. A 31/z-foot high 
space could be used to grow these 
small plants using fluorescent lamps.

Ijust set up my new farm up in the cel- 
lar. It measures 10 by 12 by 6 feet. What 
should | add to my present 400-watt 
halide to get the best results—one 1000- 
wait MH or one 400-watt MH?

Your growing area Is 120 square feet. 
A 1000-watt lamp usually covers be- 
tween 50 and 100 square feet, a 400- 
watt lamp between 20 and 40 square 
feet. 

Because of the low ceiling, a 1000- 
watt lamp would not be able to dis- 
burse the light very efficiently. Most of 
the light would be concentrated in a 
relatively small area of the garden. To 
provide the garden high intensity 
light, which promotes fast growth and 
tight budding, about 100 square feet of 
the area should be illuminated with 
four 400-watt lamps. The lights can be 
placed in stationary positions. The 
light Is reaching the plants trom 
several directions, so very little of 
them will be in shadow. Even so, some 
growers prefer light movers. 

Ifa section of the space were set up 
with shelves and fluorescent lights for 
clones and early vegetative growth, 
efficiency could be Increased measur- 
ably. During rooting and early growth 
the plants need very little space. Only 
when they are reaching rapid vegeta- 
tive growth do they need more room. 

Rather than using MH lamps, high- 
pressure sodium lamps provide more 
light; some growers claim that they 
encourage flowering. They can also 
be used for vegetative growth without 
MH lamps, with no decrease in growth. 


Dear Ed, 

started some plants indoors under flu- 
orescents on January 1. They are now a 
foot tall and growing fast. When | put 
them out on the first of March, will they 
continue to grow in size after flowering 
begins?

The plants would continue to flower 
for about a month or so, depending on 
variety, and then revert to their vegeta- 
tive state, continuing to grow during 
the summer. They would flower again 
in the fal 

For better results, start forcing 
when they are about two- to two-and- 
a-half months old, depending on how 
long the variety takes them to ripen. 
Place the plants outdoors as soon as 
the weather permits. Remove all the 


flowers at the end of April, then let the 
plants revert back into vegetative 
growth. 


Dear Ed, 

This is in reference to the letter about 
green light killing plants (“Ask Ed,” Sep- 
tember, '86). 

Green light does not kill plants; how- 
ever if the only light used is green, the 
plant will die—not from the exposure, but 
from lack of useful light. It's just like you 
said, plants reflect green light. Things are 
the color they are because of the light 
they reflect. As a matter of fact, sunlight 
and most fluorescent lights give off green 
light. 

Now, to my question. | have an indoor 
garden that is 17 square feet with a maxi- 
mum growth height of 4 feet. | am using 
four fluorescent plant grow bulbs. Should 
use two cool white bulbs and two plant 
grow bulbs for best results? 

For a source of CO, | have two rats in 
my grow room. Is this sufficient for CO, 
production?

A combination of two warm and two 
cool whites would probably help the 
plants maintain faster growth. 

The rats probably use quite a bit of 
oxygen, but | am stumped as to how 
much CO, they actually produce. 


Dear Ed, 

Ihave easy access to some mercury- 
lamp bulbs. Will they work with any of the 
grow light systems, or do | need to find a 
setup specific to mercury lamps?

Mercury lamps require their own type 
of ballast and cannot be used with 
metal halides or high-pressure so- 
dium-vapor lamps.

SAVING YOUR CLIENT’S OX: 
SOME FUNDAMENTAL 
CONSIDERATIONS AND DEFENSES 
TO FORFEITURE UNDER 
21 U.S.C. 881

If an ox gore a man or a woman, that 
they die: then the ox shall be surely 
stoned, and his flesh shall not be 
eaten; but the owner of the ox shall 
be quit. 

Exodus 21:28 


ccording to the Drug Agent's 
A Guide to Forfeiture of Assets, 

this biblical allegory is the genesis 
of modern forfeiture law.’ Some three 
thousand years after the ox was forfeited, 
Congress enacted 21 U.S.C. 881 (1970). 
This statute subjects to civil forfeiture a 
plethora of items used in, or associated 
with, a violation of the laws relating to 
controlled substances. 

Until recently, federal prosecutors have 
not been very aggressive in seeking for- 
feitures under 21 U.S.C. 881; however, in 
the past four years, they have seized 
drug-related property and cash worth lit- 
erally millions upon millions. As one trial 
attorney aptly concluded, “The govern- 
ment lawyers go after these items of 
property with an almost sexual frenzy.”* 
There is no question that this seizure- 
and-forfeiture fever is spreading 


21 U.S.C. 881 IN 
PERSPECTIVE & 
SCOPE 


The primary significance of 21 U.S.C. 
881 lies in its reach. This statute can do 
what other drug forfeiture statutes can- 
not, thereby making life much easier for 
federal prosecutors. 

In 1970, at the same time that most of 
the provisions of Section 881 became ef- 
fective, Congress resurrected the histori- 
cally dormant concept of “criminal 
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forfeiture” by enacting the Racketeer In- 
fluenced and Corrupt Organizations Act 
(RICO), and the Controlled Substances 
Act, Continuing Criminal Enterprise 
(CCE).* RICO makes a defendant's “in- 
terest” in a drug-related “enterprise” for- 
feitable,’ while CCE makes “profits” 
forfeitable.” However, for forfeiture pur- 
poses, both RICO and CCE are subject to 
a.common impediment from the prosecu- 
tors' standpoint: because RICO and CCE 
are criminal statutes, forfeiture of prop- 
erty under them can only be obtained af- 
ter conviction of the defendant for the 
substantive drug offense, and upon proof 
“beyond a reasonable doubt" that the for- 
feitable property is appropriately con- 
nected with or traceable to the offense. 

Nothing of the sort exists with respect 
to 21 U.S.C. 881. That section provides 
for a civil (in rem) cause of action rather 
than a criminal (in personam) proceed- 
ing. The “civil” label makes all the differ- 
ence. Under Section 881, the 
government may prevail in its forfeiture 
action “once it is established that there is 
probable cause to believe the property 
was involved in criminal wrongdoing.”” 
The requisite “probable cause" has been 
defined as a “reasonable ground for be- 
lief of guilt, supported by less than prima 
facie (“at first view") proof but more 
than mere suspicion.”* The burden of 
proof then shifts to the claimant of the 
property to show by “a preponderance of 
the evidence” that the property was not 
used in or associated with a violation of 
the law.’ Thus, given the rather “tooth- 
less” burden of proof on the government 
to secure an 881 forfeiture, along with the 
purely in rem nature of such a proceed- 
ing, itis apparent why federal proscutors 
now particularly favor forfeiture under 
that section instead of under RICO or 
CCE: there is much less to do. 


BHHHEEHEHEHEEHEHEEE 


Apart from the burden-of-proof aspect, 
Section 881 makes subject to forfeiture 
items of property that reach far beyond 
what can be confiscated under either 
RICO or CCE. For example, in 1970 the 
laundry list in Sections 881(a)(1)-(5) 
made forfeitable raw materials, products, 
equipment, containers, conveyances, 
aircraft, vehicles, vessels, books, rec- 
ords, research, formulas, microfilm, 
tapes, and data associated with illicit drug 
activity. Effective November 10, 1978, 
Congress enacted an additional, catch- 
all provision under Section 881 (a)(6) that 
arguably extends to every other type of 
property that could conceivably be re- 
lated to a violation of the drug laws 


All moneys, negotiable instruments, se- 
curities, or other things of value furnished 
or intended to be furnished by any person 
in exchange for a controlled substance 

all proceeds traceable to such an ex- 
change, and all moneys, negotiable in- 
struments, and securities used or 
intended to be used to facilitate any viola- 
tion 


Thus, relative to the criminal forfeiture 
provisions of RICO and CCE, 21 U.S.C. 
881 is a prosecutor's panacea and a de- 
fense lawyer's piranha. 


GOVERNMENT 
STRATEGY 


Given the salient prosecutorial advan- 
tages of Section 881, if the governmentis 
proceeding for forfeiture under that stat- 
Ute alone, it is likely that the defendant is 
being told something that is strategically 
significant. While it may be folly to rumi- 
nate upon the motives of prosecutors, it 
would seem somewhat obtuse that the 
government would bring an action exclu- 
sively under 881 when it could RICO or 
CCE the defendant and thus be credited 
with both putting him away in personam 
as well as forfeiting his ill-gotten gains to 
the federal coffers. Thus, the possible 
motive for utilizing an 881 action might be 
to “surface” the suspect with the aim that, 
if he contests the civil forfeiture, the gov- 
ernment may acquire the other evidence 
it needs to convict him of a substantive 
drug offense and secure criminal forfei- 
ture of additional property. 

This should be a serious consideration 
because, as pointed out above, once the 
government has established “probable 
cause” for forfeiture, the burden of proof 
shifts to the defendant to establish by “a 
preponderance of the evidence" that the 
property in question was not used in or 
associated with criminal wrongdoing. If 
the defendant's property is culpable, 
there is a threshold decision that he must 
make as to whether to “surface” by de- 
fending the action at all. f the decision to 
defend is made, the question then be- 
‘comes whether to put on any evidence, 
and if so, how much.

2. There are other ways to make music, 
but the incredible volume and quality of 
Adrian Sherwood's output speak de- 
finitively for his method. The white, Eng- 
lish producer works with an umbrella 
group of black musicians, recording them 
individually or in small groups, whenever 
they come through town. He then mixes 
and matches tracks to put out records on 
his own On-U Sound label under a bunch 
of artist names: Singers & Players, New 
‘Age Steppers, Creation Rebel, Tack- 
head, Fats Comet, Gary Clail, Mark Ste- 
wart, and others. Sometimes a melody 
appears on several records, and Sher- 
wood overrides al of them with his kinetic 
mixing style.

THE CALIFORNIA REICH 


(Paramount Home Video) 

Free of sensationalism and insistent rhet- 
oric, this Oscar-nominated documentary 
on the National Socialist White People’s 
Party captures a very worried, very trou- 
bled, and very determined sect in Califor- 
nia (the NSWPP has members 
nationwide) who idolize Hitler, frost lico- 
rice swastikas on party cakes, and refuse 
to believe that any Jews were extermi- 
nated during WWIl, although one fellow 
wishes it were true, adding, “I'd go to Aus- 
chwitz tomorrow and roll around in the dirt. 
| guess I'm old-fashioned.” The subjects 
in this film study aren't heel-clicking 
‘storm-troopers and there isn't an SS she- 
wolf in the bunch—these are grandpar- 
ents, postal clerks, truck drivers, and 
suburban mothers. One of the youngest 
members interviewed is only five years 
old, but his vocabulary already includes 
i ,” “Jew,” “hate,” and “kill.” There's 
almost a black comedy in this absurd real- 
ism, but our belief that the NSWPP repre- 
sents nothing more than a laughable 
minority is qualified by the film's sobering 
postscript: "The Federal Officers estimate 
the strength of [Hitler's ] forces at not over 
1000 and describe them as persons bet- 
ter fitted for the comic opera stage than for 
a serious effort to overthrow the govern- 
ment.” That New York Times editorial was 
written in 1923. 


PAUL BOWLES IN 
MOROCCO 
(Mystic Fire Video) 


Paul Bowles is a writer whose partly un- 
conscious manipulation of his own “myth” 
has created a cult following that stirs up 
the kind of eager and awestruck enthu- 
siasm usually reserved for either dead or 
unapproachable legends. In 1970, film- 
maker Gary Conklin traveled to Tangier, 
Morocco, where the American expatriate 
Bowles has been living since the '40s. A 
soundtrack of native Berber-African 
rhythms accompanies Bowles (who 
seems as amused with himself as we are) 
through crowded street markets, fire 
dancing, snake charmers, and posses- 
sive religious rituals. Filmmaker and sub- 
ject give us the kind of exotica we'd 
expect, although the unpredictable tales 
that Bowles relates can startle: the mysti- 
fying reintegration that overcame him in 
the Moroccan desert, the villager who 
transforms himself into a goat, and the 
story of a sky filled with condoms. Bowles 
never pretends not to realize or under- 
stand that his appeal to the generations 
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who have followed his work has turned 
him into living, comic surrealism. If Bowles 
is convinced that a man can become a 
goat, who are we not to believe him? 
PAUL BOWLES IN MOROCCO only 
gives us enough to feed our fascination in 
him and his friends—enough to keep his 
myth alive. Also recommended: Sara 
Driver's adaptation of Bowles’ YOU ARE 
NOT I (New Video), about a runaway 
mental patient. Her moody, expressive 
film style is good enough not to over- 
whelm Bowles’ spirit. 


THE CONNECTION 


(Mystic Fire Video) 

When Shirley Clarke's THE CONNEC- 
TION opened in New York over twenty 
years ago, it was withdrawn after a two- 
day run due to censorship prolems. After 
two decades it still hasn't lost much of its 
daring. The single-room set is occupied by 
@ group of junkies who fight, joke, pace, 
wretch, and drift off to the dreamy sounds 
of Freddie Redd’s jazz quartet, which hap- 
Pens to be hanging around waiting for 
their “connection.” In the midst of all this 
squalor is an arty documentary filmmaker 
who sets up his camera hoping to film “the 
realities of drug addiction,” and who, after 
being chided for his naivete and "square- 
ness,” shoots heroin for the first time and 
‘only manages to become sick. The per- 
formances of the actors/addicts are more 
convincing when they let go of the thea- 
trics of their characters (there's a talkative 
junkie, a psycho junkie, a homosexual 
junkie, a philosophical junkie, etc.). While 
THE CONNECTION’ pretensions to 
be realistically gamy are occasionally 
arch, Shirley Clarke's intentions as a di-

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On the other hand, if the property the 
government seeks to forfeit is not tainted 
and the defendant will testify along with 
other appropriate witnesses to that effect, 
the claimant may represent himself as an 
“innocent owner.” Section 881(a)(4), as 
applied to “conveyances,” and Section 
881(a)(6), as applied to “moneys, nego- 
tiable instruments, securities, other 
things of value [and] proceeds,” ex- 
pressly provide for this. In proving inno- 
cent ownership, it must be shown thatit is, 
“teasonable to believe” that “the property 
subjected to forfeiture had been taken 
from him without his privity or consent... 
[or] that he was uninvolved in and un- 
aware of the wrongful activity, [and] had 
done all that reasonably could be ex- 
pected to prevent the proscribed use of 
his property.”"° 

If this “innocent owner” approachis ap- 
plicable to the claimant, he should pre- 
vail. The more difficult job exists where 
the property the government seeks to for- 
feit under Section 881 is in fact culpable, 
and the government is using this type of 
action not only to forfeit the property, but 
also to flush out the suspect for criminal 
prosecution. 


SEIZABLE AND 
FORFEITABLE 
PROPERTIES 


The claimant may be well advised to 
drop the matter to avoid self-incrimination 
(thus guaranteeing forfeiture by default). 
The starting point is to determine whether 
the property in question is properly “sub- 
ject to forfeiture.” Under Section 
881(a)(1)—(5), the property must be a 
“controlled substance,” “! material,” 
“product,” “equipment,” “container,” 
“conveyance,” “book,” “record,” or item 
of “research. 

If the property does not fit into any of 
these categories, then look at Section 
881(a)(6). This perplexing provision 
makes forfeitable “moneys, negotiable 
instruments, securities, or other things of 
value” and “all proceeds traceable [to an 
exchange of controlled substances}.” To 
date, there are thousands of cases that 
have dealt with actions brought under 
that subparagraph. None of them, how- 
ever, have attempted to define “pro- 
ceeds.” 

Ironically, the most complete discus- 
sion of the meaning of “proceeds” is con- 


tained in DEA Legal Comment No. 17 

(November 20, 1978). There, “proceeds” 

is defined as 
whatever is received when an object is 
sold, exchanged, or otherwise disposed 
of. The most important point about the 
term “proceeds” is that it includes the ulti- 
mate product of an exchange even if the 
product changes form. Proceeds applies 
not only to property received immedi- 
ately from an exchange, called “direct 
proceeds,” but also to property subse- 
quently acquired through the sale, ex- 
change, or disposition of the direct 
proceeds. In other words, proceeds of 
proceeds are considered proceeds." 


To illustrate, suppose that X pays 
someone $100,000 cash for a quantity of 
controlled substance. The supplier then 
‘opens a bank account with the money. He 
later withdraws the funds from the ac- 
count and buys a beach house. The 
$100,000 in cash, the bank account, or 
the beach house are seizable and forfeit- 
able proceeds under Section 881(a)(6) 
when in the hands of that person. “Pro- 
ceeds,” therefore, may embrace just 
about every type of property, whether or 
not specifically listed in Section 
881(a)(1)-(6). 

Again, according to DEA Legal Com- 
ment No. 17, “money or property loses its 
status as proceeds if it is transferred to a 
Bona Fide Purchaser (BFP).""”" ABFPisa 
“purchaser in good faith for valuable con- 
sideration and without notice.” For ex- 
ample, if X purchases a beach house with 
$100,000 of forfeitable proceeds, the sel- 
ler of the property is a BFP if he had no 
knowledge that the monies were pro- 
ceeds of an illegal drug exchange. Thus, 
proceeds that have been transferred to a 
BFP are not seizable and forfeitable un- 
der Section 88 1(a)(6). 


PROCEDURE & 
PROCESS 


When the government is using 21 
U.S.C. 881 ina “flushing” expedition, the 
most effective defense tactic is to attack 
the action on its face, and for the defen- 
dant to keep away from the courtroom. 
This approach necessitates a basic un- 
derstanding of Section 881 procedure 
and process, which is pointedly peculiar. 
Section 881 (b) begins the confusion by 
providing that “any property subject to 
forfeiture under [Section 881(a)] may be 
seized by the Attorney General upon 
process issued pursuant to the Supple- 
mental Rules for Certain Admiralty and 
Maritime Claims. ..."” Rule A of the Sup- 
continued on page 93

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plemental Rules provides that they are 
subject to “actions in rem” and that “the 
general Rules of Civil Procedure for the 
United States District Courts are also ap- 
plicable [to in rem actions] except to the 
extent that they are inconsistent with [the] 
Supplemental Rules.” Thus, tracking the 
Supplemental Rules along with pertinent 
portions of Section 881, government pro- 
cedure for seizing property must, in most 
circumstances, comply with the follow- 
ing 

First, the government must file a com- 
plaint (traditionally called a “libel”) 
against the property in question. That 
complaint must be “verified on oath or 
solemn affirmation” (usually by the USA). 
The complaint must “describe with rea- 
sonable particularity the property that is 
the subject of the action and state that itis 
within the [federal court] district or will be 
during the pendency of the action.” In ad- 
dition, the complaint must state “the 
place of seizure and whether it was on 
land or on navigable waters.""* 

Second, “upon the filing of the com- 
plaint the clerk [of the applicable district 
court] shall forthwith issue a warrant for 
the arrest of the... property that is the 
subject of the action and deliver it to the 
marshall for service. If the property that is 
the subject of the action consists in whole 
or in part of...proceeds of property, the 
clerk shall issue a summons directing any 
person having control of the funds to 
show cause why they should not be paid 
into court to abide the judgment.””* 

Third, “process in rem...shall be 
served only within the district” where the 
property is found.’* However, “when it ap- 
pears that the defendant cannot be found 
within the district... if tangible property is 
to be arrested, the marshall shall take it 
into his possession for safe custody. If the 
character or situation of the property is 
such that the taking of actual possession 
is impracticable, the marshall shall exe- 
cute the process by affixing a copy there- 
of to the property in a conspicuous place 
and by leaving a copy of the complaint 
and process with the person having pos- 
session or his agent."”” “If intangible 
property is to be arrested the marshall 
shall execute the process by leaving with 
the . .. obligor a copy of the complaint and 
process....""" 

In attacking any defect in the govern- 


ment's procedure or process, it should be 
remembered that, with the exception of 
“subject matter jurisdiction,” you will 
waive any F.R.C.P. 12(b) defenses that 
are not raised by motion prior to answer- 
ing the complaint or in your answer. 
Based on the foregoing discussion of the 
Supplemental Rules, the following is a 
rough checklist of ten major objections 
not to miss:

1. The complaint was not verified. 

2. The complaint failed to describe the 
forfeitable property with reasonable 
particularity. 

3. The complaint did not allege that the 
property was in the court's district or 
would be during the pendency of the 
action. 

4. The complaint did not allege where 
the property was seized. 

5. No warrant was issued for the arrest 
of the property. 

6. No summons was issued directing 
any person having control of the 
property to show cause why the 
property should not be paid into 
court to abide the judgment (when 
the property is intangible and the ac- 
tion is brought under Section 
88 1(a)(6)) 

7. Process was not served within the 
district 


8. The marshall did not take the prop- 
erty into his possession (when the 
property is tangible). 

9. The marshall did not affix a copy of 
the arrest warrant (“process”) to the 
property and/or did not leave a copy 
of the complaint with the person hav- 
ing possession of the property or his 
agent (when the property is tangible 
and immovable) 

10. The marshall did not leave a copy of 
the complaint and/or a copy of the ar- 
rest warrant with the obligor (when 
the property is intangible and the ac- 
tion is brought under Section 
881(a)(6)). 


You should note that a more detailed ob- 
jection may have to be raised if an over- 
zealous agent of the government 
obtained the property by larceny or 
through other wrongful means and 
brought it into the district to invoke the 
court's jurisdiction. As mentioned above, 
under Supplemental Rule (C)(2), [to] es- 
tablish in rem jurisdiction in admiralty the 
res [property] must be present in the dis- 
trict when the suit is filed or during the 
pendency of the action.”"? 

In construing this jurisdictional requi- 
site under Supplemental Rule C(2), the 
court in Plataro Ltd., Inc. v. Unidentified 
Remains of a Vessel, 508 F.2d 1113, 
1116 (5th Cir. 1975) reiterated the posi- 
tion taken by other courts that where in 
rem jurisdiction has been established by 
the presence of the res within the appro- 
priate district, such jurisdiction is not des- 
troyed “where the res is... fraudulently, 
‘orimproperly removed from the district.” 
Since the federal courts clearly will not 
permit in rem jurisdiction to be destroyed 
by the fraudulent or improper removal of 
the res from a district, ipso jure (“in the 
present situation”), a court should not 
permit in rem jurisdiction to be created by 
the fraudulent or improper introduction of 
the res into a district. Moreover, both the 
federal courts and state courts have con- 
sistently declined to accept jurisdiction 
(whether over the subject matter or in 
personam) where such jurisdiction has 
been procured by the fraudulent or impro- 
per acts of a party.” 

Thus, whenever jurisdiction under Sec- 
tion 881 is effected solely by the unlawful 
acts of one acting at the express behest 
or under color of governmental authority, 
the action should be dismissed. A con- 
trary ruling would squarely place the 
courtin the position of condoning criminal 
activity. 
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RULE 12(b)(6) 
DEFENSES 


Civil defense attorneys, by legal reflex, 
automatically call first upon a F.R.C.P. 
12(b)(6) motion to dismiss for failure to 
state a claim upon which relief can be 
granted. This defense may also be used 
against a civil forfeiture action under Sec- 
tion 881 

Ifthe government is bent on using Sec- 
tion 881 to “surface” the defendant, you 
should not be surprised to read a com- 
plaint that is styled in purely conclusory 
language. In the absence of hard facts in 
the complaint, there is a good argument 
to dismiss the action under F.R.C.P. 
12(b)(6). 

Rule E(1) of the Supplemental Rules 
pertinently states that “except as other- 
wise provided, this rule applies to... ac- 
tions in rem...supplementing Rule...C 
...." Rule E(2)(a) of the Supplemental 
Rules states that “in actions to which this 
tule is applicable the complaint shall 
state the circumstances from which the 
claim arises with such particularity that 
the... claimant will be able, without mov- 
ing for a more definite statement, to com- 
mence an investigation of the facts and 
to frame a responsive pleading.” 

In construing Supplemental Rule 
E(2)(a), Wright & Miller say that it“. ..re- 
quires a more particularized complaint 
than is demanded in civil actions gener- 
ally. ..."” Wright & Miller go on to say that 
“apparently this is thought appropriate 
because of the drastic nature of those 
remedies [such as Supplemental Rule 
C)."* Thus, it is clear from the facial lan- 
guage of Supplemental Rule E(2)(a), 
along with the premier treatise that has 
confirmed its meaning and articulated its 
rationale, that it requires a more particu- 
larized standard of pleading in actions for 
forfeiture in rem than is otherwise re- 
quired for civil actions generally under 
FRCP. 8(a) 

Even if the court considers the allega- 
tions of the complaint as true and ina light 
most favorable to the government in 
passing upon your 12(b)(6) motion, the 
court cannot accept as true any mere “le- 
gal conclusion.” As stated by the court in 
Jewell v. City of Covington, Ga., 
“general conclusionary allegations un- 
supported by facts are insufficient to con- 
stitute a cause of action."** Moreover, 
because the express import of Supple- 
mental Rule E(2)(a) is to compel the gov- 
ernment to furnish a complaint that 
alleges facts with sufficient particularity 
to obviate the need for any claimant to 
move for a more definite statement (un- 
der F.R.C.P. 12[e]), the procedural re- 
quirement and rationale of Supplemental 
Rule E(2)(a) would be made a nullity if the 
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court gave the government leave to sup- 
ply a more definite statement. 

Finally, in scrutinizing the complaint for 
forfeiture in rem, close attention should 
be given to those allegations that refer to 
the date(s) of any transactions relating or 
giving rise to the property. This is impor- 
tant because, under the right circum- 
stances, you may be able to effect a 
binding F.R.C.P. 12(b)(6) dismissal of the 
government's “libel” under the ex post 
facto [‘‘after the fact”] clause.* That 
clause prohibits Congress and the states 
from enacting any law “which imposes a 
punishment for an act which was not pun- 
ishable at the time it was committed." 

As mentioned above, while most of the 
provisions under Section 881 became ef- 
fective in 1970, Section 881(a)(6) was 
added later, becoming effective on No- 
vember 10, 1978. Thus, if the govern- 
ment’s complaint seeks forfeiture of 
property under Section 881(a)(6) on the 
sole basis of transactions that are alleged 
to have occurred prior to November 10, 
1978, the defendant has a winning ex 
post facto argument. The propriety of this 
defense was expressly established in 
U.S. v. Lot No. 50 As Shown on Map of 
Kingsbury, 557 F. Supp. 72, 73 (D. Nev. 
1982). 


CONCLUSION 

It should be apparent that the issues 
and particular circumstances that may 
arise from a 21 U.S.C. 881 case are 
nearly innumerable. Since in many areas 
the case law is scant, attorneys handling 
such cases are and will be blessed with 
both inevitable bewilderment and an op- 
portunity to be creative in their represen- 
tations. 

As is true with much criminal defense 
work, the basic defense theme to a Sec- 
tion 881 action is to keep the defendant 
out of the limelight. In the meantime, the 
trial attorney must be hacking away at the 
government's procedure, process, 
pleadings, and the like. If he is fortunate 
to have some good defenses, and the 
right blend of persistence, patience, and 
peradventure, he just might save his 
Client's property altogether. Our experi- 
ence has been, however, that if the gov- 
ernment is seeking to forfeit the client's 
ox, be assured that it will not be long be- 
fore it will attempt to get a very personal 
part of his anatomy as well. If this occurs, 
the attorney will be back in the old in per- 
sonam mode that he is used to, and ready 
to do battle.
